Encountered Rains and Cross Winds, 
Radio Failed for a Time and All Three 
Engines Gave Them Concern.

Maitland and Hegenberger Kept to Course by Dead 
Reckoning and Got Bearings from the 
Only onip They Sighted.

HONOLULU, June 29.—Arriving from Oakland in the 
brilliant sunshine of the new day, Lieutenants Lester J. Mait- 
land and Albert F. Hegenberger of the United States Army, 














completed this morning the first flight over the Pacific Ocean | 


from the American mainland to Hawaii. 

They came unescorted, for the army’s welcoming planes 
lost them in the murky darkness and rain of the early morn- 
ing. No prize money was theirs. But they received the acclaim 
of the highest officers of the army and navy, the congratula- 
tions of the Governor of Hawaii, and the spontaneous, whole- 
hearted applause of the thousands who had waited hours in the 
rain to greet them. 

Lieutenants Maitland and Hegenberger rested tonight, 
happy in the accomplishment of another aviation triumph in 
the progress of the world, and proud in the possession of a 
personal telegram from the President of the United States, 
praising t kill of Maitland as a pilot and of Hegenbcrger as 
@ Navigator. 

Reject $10,000 for Their Story. 


. Prizes might have been theirs, for as civilians they would 
have their chance to win the James D. Dole prize of $35,000 
for a transpacific flight after Aug. 12; as army men whose 
duty had been fulfilled, they declined $10,000 offered to them by 
a newspaper for an exclusive story. What they did and their 
narration of it; instead, was contributed freely to history. 

From the time Maitland and Hegenberger took off from 
Oakland yesterday at 7:09 A. M. until their monoplane parted 
the clouds off the Hawaiian coast and rode into Wheeler Field, 
the army air field, twenty-five miles from here, they were 
sighted by only one vessel, and that in mid-ocean. 

Whirling through space at close to 100 miles an hour, they 
finished the 2,400-mile passage over the Pacific waters in 
twenty-five hours and fifty minutes. They landed at 8:59 
A. M., Pacific Time. 


Steered by Dead Reckoning. 


The radio beacon signals that were to have guided them 
functioned only a part of the time; they set their course by dead 
reckoning and by the heavens. 

No line of warships stretched along their course to save 
them should disaster befall, and their plane would have floated 
only a short time on the stormy waves, but, sustained by the 
knowledge of a perfected airplane and by their own stout cour- 
age, they carried on, gaining their goal and the glory that goes 
to brave accomplishment. Theirs was the longest ocean flight 
on record. 

Maitland and Hegenberger were tired and hungry when 
they arrived. For nearly twenty-six hours they had driven the 
great monoplane onward, ceaselessly vigilant and active. They 
had had nothing to eat, for the chicken sandwiches and coffee 
supplied by friends was lost somewhere within the plane. 

But no happier men ever stepped from a plane than they 
on Wheeler Field, heralded as heroes of the air. Trim, bronze, 
extremely capable and immaculate, too, they appeared as they 
shed their workmen’s overalls and emerged in the spick and 
span uniform of the Army Air Service to salute their superior 
officers. 

Dream of Lifetime Realized. 

“I have realized the dream of a lifetime,” Maitland told The 
Associated Press correspondent a few minutes later. “I have 
always wanted to fly to Hawaii.” 

There was no time for detailed me cor then, for the 
Governor of Hawaii and the commanders of the army and the 
navy in the islands, the Mayor of Honolulu and scores of men 
and women prominent in civil affairs were impatient to tender 
greetings for which they had waited through the night of rain. 

But a couple of hours later, refreshed by bathing and the 
brief rest, the two young lieutenants smilingly faced newspaper 
men in a hotel suite. Still hungry, although they had eaten, 


they. prepared to answer -questions concerning their flight. =

At about the same time the Government radio station at 
Malin Head, at the northern extremity of Ireland, reported, 
according to The Associated Press, that it heard .a wireless 
signal from the America at 11:30 o’clock P. M. New York time. 


The liner Adriatic at 11 o’clock sent the following message 
through the Radio Corporation: | 


“Signals from airplane heard distinctly on: a direction 
finder 325 degrees: A light was seen falling from same posi- 
tion and bearing. Light southeast winds. Fine weather.” 

The liner gave her — as 43:38 north — 42:46 
west longitude. 

It is believed that the light : seen a be. the Adriatic ‘amet have 
been a falling star, as it was not considered likely that the plane 
would drop flares or send up rockets, except in case of emer- 
gency, and the plane was reported as sending. out signals after 
that time. 

A report received here at 9:20 P. M. gave the position 
of the three-motored air liner 200. miles. east:of St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, where it was sighted by the steamer Chalutier, 
The Associated Press reported. . 

No time. was given in the dispatch, but apparently Com- 
mander Byrd’s speed up to that point. had been only.a little 
less than 100 miles an hour, which shows that for at least part 
of the way north to Newfoundland he had favoring winds. . 

The course of the America, however, was beset with all 
the dangers which it was the purpose of Commander Byrd to 
explore, so that air navigation in. the future over the ocean may 
be more scientific. And he showed.as he went. along that he 
was using all his skill to turn the weather to ———— 


Byrd Tries to Dodge Fog. 


As Byrd. approached’ Newfoundland ‘he: found himself a 
good deal to the west of his course as he. had plotted. it, prob- 


ably as the result of trying to dodge thick .fog .areas. His 
course as reported from Newfoundland showed that he. was 
seen at Garnish on Fortune Bay, and then at Whitbourne, forty 
miles southwest of St. John’s. His course was from there ap- 
parently due east. 

It was probable that he would again change his eourse 
soniewhat' to make ‘use of a high pressure area which lay: sev- 
eral hundred miles out from Newfoundland. . 

For the first part of his ocean trip the wind was against 
him, but by veering’to the north he could get on the upper. end 
of the high pressure area and ride a favorable wind —* half 
way across the ocean. 

This is just the condition which Byrd wanted to examine 
and it happened that the weather became ideal for him to 
demonstrate that skillful navigation may enable an _airplane 
to fly swiftly with minimum hazard through disturbed areas, 
For, after riding the upper end of a high area, which turns 
in a clockwise direction, he apparently was planning to hit the 
outer edge of a low-pressure area, which turns in a countere 
clockwise direction, and ride that wind as far as possible. 

If he follows that course he will swing across the Atlantic 
in a wide curve that will take him some distance to the south 
‘before he bears up again toward the direct route. to Paris,

‘Last Sighted. From Land Over Whitbourne. 

The last time the. plane: was sighted over land was over 
| Whitbourne, Newfoundland, where he was heading up through 
the inland teed: serum, Thonn ame. 9. Senet fee 
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over all of Newfoundland, he reported, which explains why .he 
was not seen again before he put out to sea. One of his last 
messages, at. 6:39 o’clock, said: — | 

“Dense fog covers all Newfoundland. Getting above it. 
Have had bad adverse winds. Impossible to navigate. Can 
hardly see wing tips. Running into another one now.” 

That message showed what difficulties he had been meet- 
ing up to the time of going out to sea. He had expected bad 
winds against him for a long distance, but had not anticipated 
the menace of fog which would prevent his taking observations. 
That he was able to hold to his course so well, and shift it to 
meet new conditions, indicates his ability as a navigator. 

Byrd intended when he reached the ocean to fly most of 


the way at a great height. At one time he told Noville that! 


he intended to stick closely to 18,000 feet most of the way 
across, believing that at that altitude he would find the most 
favorable wind. His messages indicate that he was forced to 
climb up and down most of the way to Newfoundland, seeking 
better winds, for although he started off at about'2,000 feet 
he later shifted to 5,000 and apparently dropped down again 
later on. 


The liner Nerissa sighted the’plane off Cape St: Mary at| 


6 o’clock New York time, according to THE NEw YORK TIMES 
correspondent at St. John’s, and the Nerissa took wireless mes- 
sages from the plane for transmission to New York. The 
Furness liner Newfoundland, which arrived at St. John’s from 
Liverpool, was also in touch with the plane. The calls from the 
plane were very distinct during all the time it was near New- 
foundland. The Mauretania reported receiving the signals 
plainly but not being able to transmit to the plane. 

At 10:30 o’clock last night the Radio Corporation station 
at Chatham, Mass., reported it was receiving the America’s 
automatic signals so loud, “It would knock your head off.” The 
distance was about 1,000 miles. 


Tail Winds Increase Speed. 


It is difficult to compare the time made by the America 
with that of either Lindbergh or Chamberlin, as they were not 
seen at the same places, but reports indicate that the big plane 
was making between 90 and 100 miles an hour. As the best 
cruising speed of the plane was 88 miles an hour, she apparently 
met with sufficiently strong tail winds at some part of her 
flight to bring her speed nearly to the 100-mile mark. 

Byrd carried enough gasoline for forty-two hours flight at 
eighty-eight miles an hour. He had 1,295 gallons in the tanks, 
and the three motors used in their consumption tests about 
twenty-six gallons an hour. This ‘is an unusually low figure 
and would probably be higher in actual transatlantic flying 
conditions. With anything like an even break in the wind he 
should reach Europe with considerable gasoline left. 

Between darkness last night and dawn this morning Com- 
mander Byrd found his best flying weather, for he crossed a 
high-pressure area which assured him clear weather and an 
opportunity to take valuable astronomical and meteorological 
observations. This was the opinion of the Meteorological Re- 
search and Aerial Navigation Department of the Hydrographic 
Division of the Navy Department. The short period of darkness 
between 8:05 P. M. and 1:50 A. M., New York time, was 
especially propitious for the gathering of data because there 
was practically no moon. There was a new moon last night, 
but it was not bright enough to hinder observation by re- 
flecting on the wings and fuselage of the America. 


Will Enter Bad Area Today. 


The high pressure area extends well past the 2,000-mile 
mark and not until later today will the plane again enter a low- 
pressure area with its attendant overcast skies and probable 
light winds. According to James H. Kimball of the Weather 
Bureau, the stationary partner of all transatlantic flights, this 


storm area is of insufficient intensity to cause the fliers any 
anxiety. 

Dr. Kimball said yesterday that weather forecasting for 
the area through which Byrd weuld pass today was largely 
speculative, but it was certain that there were no general dis- 
turbances. Byrd will undoubtedly encounter local storms, which 
he may easily avoid by rising to an extreme altitude, since 
disturbances of a local nature do not reach upward to any 
extent. 

Fortune is less kind to Commander Byrd than it has been 
to fliers who have preceded him across the Atlantic in that 
he will not have a strong wind pushing his machine to a greater 
speed than it might naturally attain, said Dr. Kimball. Along 
the coast yesterday, in the first hours of the flight, he had a 
slight wind behind him, which increased his flying speed to 
almost 100 miles an hour. Throughout today he will get slight 
aid from a gentle westerly wind which probably will follow him 
until he reaches the coast of France. 

Reports for today, such as they are from that area, augur 
fair weather over the British Isles and even across the Channel 
to where the first sight of the land of France will make for the 
fliers what navigators term another “landfall.” 


Predicts Good Weather to Paris. 


A final general weather prediction made late last night 
by the man who has fairly controlled the take-off of the giant 
monoplane was that Byrd would have fair weather all of the 
way to Paris. Up until a late hour no further reports had been 
received from steamships in the Atlantic that would tend to 
change Dr. Kimball’s observation made earlier in the evening. 

“It is absolutely impossible,” said Dr. Kimball, “that any 
radical change in the ocean atmosphere should arise and cause 
storms of any seriousness. Byrd will find the weather to be ex- 
plicitly what we expected. He will get precisely what he thought 
he was going to get. I knew what it was going to be yesterday, 
three hours before the America hopped off, and that was the 
first time since the plane and her men have been ready that 
I didn’t take a stand of opposition to the take-off.” 

Despite his confidence, reports from Paris last night said 
that the weather over the ocean was moderately favorable, but 
from the landfall on to Paris it was uncertain, and that Byrd 
would have no following wind. 

Dr. Kimball was with Commander Byrd until the last mo- 
ment before the take-off. At 2 A. M. yesterday he took the 
final charts to the flying field and conferred with Byrd until 
the four men entered the great plane for the hop-off. 


On his arrival in Europe Commander Byrd will write his 
own story of this great flight for The New York Times and 
newspapers associated with it here and abroad. In the series 
of articles by the Commander, which will be cabled to The 
Times, he will discuss the lessons the flight has taught him re- 
garding navigating storm areas and the future of transatlantic 
aviation and long-distance flying.

First Ocean Air Liner Off Slowly | 
With a Burden of 17,621 Pounds 





Clamsy in Rising, America Takes on Dignityand Grace in Air— 
Impetuous Conqueror of North Pole, Tired of Inaction, 
Braves Head Winds to Newfoundland.

A huge, clumsy airplane wobbled | 
slowly down Roosevelt Field yester- 
day morning under low gray clouds. 
Dirt spurted from its tail as the skid 
dug into the mois* ground. It was so 
ponderous and moved so slowly that 
it seemed it would never rise, 

And then, almost imperceptibly, 
the wavering plane became steady as 
its element gripped it, the force of 
the huge steel mechanism was con- 
centrated in one last effort, and the 
great wing lifted it in a long glide 
that was lost in the mist. 

The first air liner, the air mail 
to Europe, with four dauntless men 
in its hull, set sail for Paris at 5:24 
o’clock. 


Giant Succeeds the Pygmies. 


There was rush and drama in the 
taking off of Lindbergh and of 
Chamberlin and Levine. Their 
smaller planes shot down the run- 
way as if eager to bein the air. But 
Byrd’s start was the slow, reluctant 
lift of a. massive structure of nearly 
nine tons; it was the triumph of man 
over a treacherous element; a sug- 
gestion of what might come when 
giant craft rise from the ground or 
water and wing their way at regular 
intervals over the Atlantic. 

Once in the air, there was dignity 
and grace in the huge plane. Sur- 
rounded by a fluttering escort of 
little craft, it went swiftly, though 
with apparent slownéss, on its way, 
its three motors roaring a song to 
the morning, as if glad to break the 
long hold which earth has had upon 
them. It was like a vast mother 
bird, moving with unconcern among 
the antics of its weaker children. 


Quite Unexpected Start. 


The start came almost without an- 
nouncement. It had been said the 
night before that the weather off 
Newfoundland was so severe, the 
winds so adverse, that it would be 
foolhardy to attempt to force a pas- 
sage through it. But more optimistic 
reports later caused a quick decision 
to go. The impetuous Byrd, who flew 
to the North Pole, suddenly made up 
his mind that despite the head winds 
for several hundred miles out to sea, 
he would take off. He had become 
weary of inaction, tired of reading 
and hearing of quips about his ex- 
pedition. Even though he knew that 
the average person knows nothing of 
aviation problems he felt that avia- 
tion was being injured while he lay 
stormbound. 

The word flashed around the field 
at 1:45 o’clock yesterday morning 
that Byrd would be away at day- 
break. From then on the big hangar 
was buzzing with excitement and 
the arrival of many people who 
wanted to see the start of the huge 
plane. Among them were Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt and all the mem- 
bers of his family, the children 
eagerly watching the confusion of 
journalists, photographers, telegraph 
operators and others. 


Fliers Arrive Eager to Go. 


Byrd was one of the first to ar- 
rive, his sharply chiseled features 
seeming somewhat drawn and pale 
in the harsh light of the hangar. 
Then came Bernt Balchen, the smil- 
ing, blue-eyed Norwegian, fairly 
leaping to the adventure. Then 
George Noville, flight engineer, 
chunky and chewing gum rapidly as 
he moved about attending to last de- 
tails. 

Out on the runway the big plane 
lay slightly nosing down on the in- 
cline from which it was to start, 
Floodlights vlayed on it, picking out 
its silver lines and the brooding 
shadow of the big wing. Tarpaulins 
covered the motors from the night 
dampness and the threat of rain. 

The incline is a long, gentle slope, 
with two wide paths of boards’ for 
the wheels of the plane to roll upon 
and an iron slide between to hold the 
tail skid straight. A rope tied to the 
skid held the plane in place, and 
there were chocks in. front of the 
wheels.

Porter Adams, President of the 
National Aeronautical Society, went 
up to the plane and inspected his bar- 
ograph, which had been installed sev- 
eral days before but had not been 
sealed. This was to be done just be- 
fore the start. Tom Mulroy, the big 
chief engineer of the Chantier, who 
has been in the centre of all activi- 
ties at the field, waited quietly for 
his Commander to give the order to 
get ready. Balchen stood some dis- 
tance in front of the plane, smoking 
a final cigarette, moving uneasily 
as if straining at a leash, and always 
smiling. Grover A, Whalen, Rod- 
man Wanamaker’s representative, 
who had almost given up sleeping 
for days, ran about in a leather 
jacket. 

Byrd’s Face Shows Strain. 


Byrd walked out on the runway 
alone, glancing up at the black 
clouds which were beginning to show 
faint traces of the coming dawn. He 
showed the strain under which he 
was laboring by his immobile and 
expressionless face. When Byrd is 
relaxed he smiles readily and his 
face is almost boyish, but when the 
moment of decision in a dangerous 
enterprise faces him his face be- 
comes set with grim purpose. His 
voice at such moments is as gentle 
as a girl’s, he rocks back and forth 
on his toes, but his glance is keen 
as a rapier, 

As he waited a friend asked him 
about the weather. 

“It is not all that it might be,” 
he said, “in fact, there are head 
winds for 500 miles off Newfound- 
land. But we don’t want perfect 
weather. We are going.” 

A few drops of rain began to fall. 
He stopped, and put out his hand in 
surprise. Rain at the start was an 
unforeseen difficulty. The runway 
was none too hard and he knew that 
only a year ago another three- 
motored plane had crashed in an 
attempted take-off at a spot over 
which he must soar if he were suc- 
cessful in getting off the ground. 
The record of three-motored planes 
in long distance flights was an al- 
most complete failure until Maitland 


took off for Hawaii. But Byrd had 


confidence in the huge machine 
toward which his eyes wandered, 
even as he held out his hand. 

Dr. James H. Kimball of the 
Weather Bureau, who has charted 
the weather maps for al] the trans- 
atlantic flights, and on whose word 
Byrd had relied in postponing his 
flight from day to day, was standing 
narby. Byrd went up to him and 
asked how widespread was the rain. 
It was largely local, although there 
were rainy areas all the way up to 
the coast. 

The Commander rocked back and 
forth a moment as he talked. He 
looked at the clouds and then walked 
away. His decision had been made. 


Dawn Lights the Runway. 


The faint glow along the eastern 
skyline became stronger, and straight 
ahead of the plane lay the broad

Byrd leaned from the cabin and 
called to Kinkade. 

“How much does she weigh, Doc?” 
he asked. 

He was told that the plane 
weighed 17,820 pounds, 600 pounds 
more than it had ever lifted. The 
Commander was surprised. 

“She’s too heavy, Doc,” he said. 
“We'll have to take something out.” 

He passed out two five-gallon cans 
of gasoline, a pair of waterproof 
moccasins and two quart vacuum 
bottles filled. with tea. 

“That finished me,” said Kinkade 
later. “I knew that if the Comman- 
der was parting with his tea there 
was no place for me on that air- 
plane.” 

And«so the intended stowaway 
gave up his plans. Still other things 
were tossed out, until the plane 
weighed just 17,261 pounds, near- 
ly nine tons. It was a tremendous 
load, but not a man of the crew but 
knew that the huge Fokker would 
lift it. 

Byrd went over to the automobile 
where his wife was waiting and sat 
down on the running board a few 
moments. Mrs. Byrd showed not the 
slightest nervousness, only relief 
that the long wait for her husband 
was over. She smiled reassuringly 
at him. In all the days of the 
preparations she has been with him, 
keeping quietly in the background, 
but helping him in every way. He 
never does anything without consult- 
ing her and asking her advice. Like 
Byrd she comes from a family bred 
in the tradition of calm courage. 


Motors Hum Steadily. 


The rain began to stop, the light 
showed the dark green: of the run- 
way and the patches of dirt. Byrd 
gavé qn order and the tarpaulins 
were thrown off the powerful 
Wright motors. One by one they 
were cranked, sputtered a moment 
and then began their steady hum. 
Kinkade listened to them, his trained 
ear cocked to catch the slightest false 
note. | 

Acosta opened them up, one at a 
time, and the great plane shook on 
its incline under the thrust of the 
propellers, As each one was brought 
up to full speed and then dropped 
down again, everything in front of 
the plane was cleared away. At the 
tail crouched a mechanic, dust fly- 
ing by him in a blinding cloud, wait- 
ing to cut the rope at Mulroy’s 
signal, 

Kinkade went back to Commander 
Byrd’s compartment, where Balchen 
was also at work, getting ready to 
aid Byrd in navigating the plane. 

“They are as good as they can be, 
Commander,” said Kinkade. 

“I know they are, Doc,” replied 
Byrd. “Good work!” 

They shook hands, and the chocks 
were pulled out from under the 
wheels. Acosta lifted his hand and 
Mulroy waved to the man at the 
tail. The motors were roaring wide 
open, the plane quivering like a live 
thing, when the knife flashed down 
and the plane began to move. 

Quickly it slid down the runway, 
struck the hard packed dirt and 
rolled forward smoothly. That haz- 
ard was passed. But the load was 
so great that the plane seemed fear- 
fully slow in getting up speed. Acos- 
ta was holding the tail down, and 
the tail skid bounced along the 
ground, throwing showers of dirt 
aside, digging a furrow like that of 
a plow. 


Tension Grips Spectators. 


Several hundred feet it went in this 
way, gradually picking up momen- 
tum, and then Acosta lifted the tail. 
Faster and faster the huge plane 
moved, while those at the head of 
the runway, whose whole hearts were 
with those aboard, stood like statues, 
grasping whatever they happened to 
have had in their hands when the 
start was made. 

For nearly a minute, although it 
seemed ages, the tension lasted, and 
then the broad wing lifted slowly. 


Light showed under the wheels and | 


the plane was safely off. But the 
hazard was not over yet, for Acosta

As the plane disappeared, other 
small planes darted after it, and the 
crowd on the field stood watching, 
wondering if they would see it again, 
or if Acosta’s turn would carry him 
too far away from the field. But in 
a few moments came the odd throb 


of the Fokker’s motors, a song with| 


a beat in it—zung, zung, zung— 
from the overlapping propellers 
which makes the plane known as 
far as it can be heard. 


Plane Hums Over the Field. 

Out of the gray clouds came the 
huge shape of the single-winged 
plane, humming its way swiftly to- 
ward the field. It rode with majes- 
tic ease and apparent security. Nine 
little planes around it seemed like 
toys against its huge bulk. It headed 
over the field and turned again to 
the northeast. ‘Those aboard could 
not be distinguished by the people 
on the ground, but from the escort 
planes Byrd could be seen sitting 
beside Acosta, waving his hand in 
farewell and the smiling face of 
Balchen peering from a porthole. 

Those who had been in the plane 


during its tests could easily imagine’ 


the interior of the giant ship of the 
air, with its crew going busily about 
their tasks. The mighty steel hull 
would shake and tremble under the 
thrust of the motors, and the roar of 
600 horsepower would drown out 
every other sound in the world. 
Back of the. pilots’ seat is the large 
chamber with the radio set in it and 
Noville would be sitting there, al- 
ready tapping out a message of 
good-bye. The faint smell of gaso- 
line and hot oil would be all around 
him; at his side the big brass tank, 
with its dials and glass tubes, and 
the hand pump for filling the wing 
tanks. Under it is a little passage- 


way through which Byrd would 
crawl a little later to find an over-

Never had such a plane taken off 
on such a flight. It lifted its load of 
1,295 gallons of gasoline, the equip- 
ment and supplies and four men 
with ease. It sailed on its way as 
steadily as if it were engaged in reg- 
ular transatlantic passages.

America Itself, Ships and Land 
Stations Kept Record of 
the Flight Up Coast. 


SOME REPORTS IN DOUBT 


Failure to Give Time and Location 
le Regarded as Indication That 
Filters Did Not Send Them. 


The following messages from and 
about Commander Byrd’s airplane, 
the America, tell the story of the 
flight yesterday, as it reached New 
York through the air either from the 
America, from ships that had sighted 
the plane, or from radio stations 
that had been in communication with 
the plane. Messages received from 
cities and towns over which Com- 
mander Byrd passed, are printed 
elsewhere. 

The first message from the Amer- 
fea was sent thirty-five minutes after 
Commander Byrd took off. It read: 

“Time 6 A. M. Everything going 
fine. Noville.”’ . 

The next radioed word of the plane 
came to the Independent Wireless 
Company from the steamers Homeric 
and Carinthia. The operator at the 
Garden City Hotel picked up the an- 
nmouncement of it and relayed it to 


the hangar at Roosevelt Field, thus: 

“Radio message received by the In- 
dependent Wireless Company from 
the S: S. Homeric and S. S. Carin- 
thia. They state they picked up the 
automatic call of the America at 6:34. 
Her position at that time was over 
Providence, R, I.’ 

Commander Byrd again reported 
his own progress at 7:22 in the fol- 
lowing radio message: 

“*Passed Cape Cod; two — west 
of Cape Cod Light. at 7:22 M. 
Misty and rainy. All well. Byrd. - 

A few minutes later the S. 5. 
den reported through the Radio Cor- 
poration of America: 

“Commander Byrd passed over at 
7:26; latitude 42:14; ongitude 70:07 
west. (Signed) Captain.” 

The position indicated was figured 
as being about ten miles northeast of 
Cape Cod. 


Trouble With Compasses. 


Next came a message from Com- 
mender Byrd indicating better 
weather but trouble with the com- 


passes. This was timed 7:41 o’clock, 
and read:

A message from the S. S. Stavan-

word of the America. This was to 
the effect that the plane had been 
sighted at 8:04 A. M., seventy miles 
northeast of Cape Cod and making, 
it was estimated, 100 miles and hour. 

There was a lapse of nearly two 
hours before the next message, which 
came from the plane. It read: 

FO tae ask stations to stand by. I 

ing to pump gas.’ 

Th ugh this message was not 
signed, which was rather unusual, it 
was assumed that Noville had sent it 
and that it meant he was leaving the 
radio set, possibly to empty the 
spare gasoline cans into the main 
tanks so that the cans, which had 
been interfering with the compasses, 
might be thrown overboard. The 
message was relayed to Roosevelt 
field about 10 o’clock. 

These messages from the plane, it 
was learned, were being picked up 
by the Radio Corporation of America 
and relayed to the Garden City Hotel 
and transmitted to the field. There 
they were made public, either by 
Grover Whalen or an assistant. 

At 1:30 o’clock three messages 
were made public. Inasmuch as 
neither the time nor the location of 
the America was given in any of 
them, there was a disposition in 
some quarters to regard them with 
skepticism.

BENNETT FOLLOWS 
HIS CHIEF IN SPIRIT 


All Day in Hospital He Receives 
News of Flight and Figures 
on Plane’s Performance. 





CHANTIER COOK VISITS HIM 


Tennant Talks an Hour of the Start 
—Effort of Nurse Fails to Keep 
Injured Flier From the Radio. 


While the America droned its rapid | Gene 


way eastward yesterday, Floyd Ben- 
nett, who but for an accident two 
months ago would have been its pilot, 
sat near the radio in his room at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital. <As each new 
dispatch was broadcast he made 
brief calculations on a sheaf of yel- 
low paper before him and smiled de- 
lightedly at the monoplane’s prog- 
ress. 

The day began a little after 2 
o’clock in the morning when he re- 
ceived the first of a series of tele 
phone calls from Roosevelt Field 
telling of the proposed take-off and 
its successful completion. ‘Then fol- 
lowed bulletins from the radio and 
the telephone, Byrd’s messages to 
his old pilot, the nurse’s ineffectual 
efforts to have her patient take a 
short rest and finaliy the frenzied 
clearing—by hospital officials—of the 
visitors from his room. 

Shortly before noon there was a 
soft tap on the door, and when Ben- 
nett looked up from his yellow paper 
and softly called, ‘‘Come in,”’ there 
entered a W. Tennant, sea-cook, 
sailor and airplane enthusiast. Ten- 
nant had been chef on the Chantier 
at Spitzbergen, and hearing of the 


America’s de ure had resigned 
from his job to watch the start. 


Cook Tells Him of Start. 


For more than an hour he told Ben- 
nett how the take-off was accom- 
plished, what every one had done at 
the field and—in the future—what 
they would do when he, Tennant, 
was chief cook of the South Pole 
expedition and Bennett again had 
taken the controls of Byrd’s plane. 

During: the cook’s visit there were 
many interruptions, as persons called 
on the telephone to get information 
from the pilot as to the destination 
of the America. To all inquiries 
Bennett replied that the “orders” 
showed the trip ending at Paris, but 
what would happen then he could 
not say. 

Early in the afternoon the Radio 
Corporation of America called up to 
say it had some messages from Byrd. 
One was, “Tell Floyd we are think- 
ing of him,”’ the other, ““A message 
for good old Floyd Bennett—tell him 
we wish he was with us.’’ He wrote 


them down, coughed a little suspi- 
ciously and then resumed his calcu- 
lations. 

Later in the afternoon it was an- 
nounced that he would comment over 
a network of broadcasting stations 
on the bulletins ofthe (flight. 
The National Broadcasting Company 
brought a transmitter to the room, 
installed two microphones and then 
discovered that the telephone com- 
pany was unable to supply the con- 
nection. All the apparatus was left 
at the hospital, in the expectation 
that it would be used this morning. 


Keeps at Figures Despite Nurse. 


At about 6 o’clock, the nurse, ap- 
parently deciding that her patient 
had been bad enough for one day, is- 
sued orders that the invalid take a 
rest. He went on with the figures. 
The nurse retired, only to return a 
little later with a black-robed sister. 
The latter and Bennett winked un- 
derstandingly at one another, and 
the sister retired.

Bennett rocked obediently—for a 
moment—but was soon back at how 
far the America could make in an 
hour if it met no high winds. The 
results of his day’s efforts in mathe- 
matics he announced just before the 
room was. finally, and forcibly, 
cleared of visitors. 


“They are making much __ better 
time than I had expected,’’ he said. 
“The average is about 100 miles an 
hour, and they should be in Paris in 
thirty-six or thirty-eight hours.

Bennett was injured April 16, when 
the America, then having a factory 
test, turned over.

-were hurt at the same time, but not 


Since the 
accident he has been confined to hos- 
pitals, at first at Hackensack and 
later in St. Vincent’s. A week ago 
he was taken to Roosevelt Field to

ure. 


TEST PLANE STABILIZER. 


Germans Try Out Wing Device to 
Reduce Air Accidents. 


‘BERLIN, June 29 (4).—A stabiliza- 
tion device, by which it is claimed 
the number of airplane accidents 
will be greatly reduced, is now being 
tested at the Nuremberg and Wurz- 
burg airdromes. 

The device consists of a number of 
“stabilization planes,’’ which when 
not in use are rept parallel to the 
wing.

MILLIONS GET NEWS 
OF FLIGHT BY RADIO 


Four Local Stations Broadcast 
Reports of Byrd’s Progress 
Every Thirty Minutes. 


TIME ON THE AIR DIVIDED 


Radio Corporation Arranges to Get 
Bulletins From Stations Abroad 
for Distribution Here. 


From the time Commander Byrd 
and his companions took off yester- 
day morning until a late hour last 
night, when the America was speed- 
ing across the Atlantic between New- 
foundland and the Irish coast, radio 
painted a word picture of the plane’s 
progress. Up-to-the-minute news of 
the America’s position, the speed it 
was making and the weather it was 
encountering was given to millions of 
persons through cooperation of the 
Radio Corporation of America, press 
associations and radio broadcasting 
stations. 

Four New York stations, WEAF, 
WJZ, WNYC and WOR, made broad- 
casts every thirty minutes during the 
day and night of the America’s flight. 
More than a month before Com- 


mander Byrd took off, the Radio 
Corporation had plans formulated to 
cover the flight of the America. It 
sent a general call to its stations at 
Tuckerton, N. J., Chatham, Mass., 
anc New Brunswick, Canada, to be 
on the lookout for word announcing 
th: America’s departure. These sta- 
tions were also instructed to watch 
the 690-meter channel for the plane’s 
automatic signal, W T W. The Radio 
Corporation also gave Commander 
Byrd invaluable assistance in gath- 
ering weather reports and flying data 
cove; ~ the route of the America. 


European Stations to Report. 


As the plane sped along the New 
England coast toward New Bruns- 
wick, the Radio Corporation's station 
at New Brunswick asked the Louis- 
burg station of the Canadian Mar- 
coni Company at Cape Race to keep 
it informed of the America’s prog- 
ress. An official of the Radio Cor- 
poration said that arrangements had 
been made with English and French 


stations to send messages by direct 
radio circuit to the RCA station at 
Rocky Point, L. I., of Commander 
Byrd’s progress as soon as European 
stations established communication 
witb the America. These messages 
will be handled in the same manner 
as those originating on this side of 
the Atlantic. 

WEAF and WNYC announced the 
America’s progress every half hour, 
commencing on the hour, while WJZ 
and WOR made their announcements 
every half hour on the quarter hour. 

WOR began to broadcast news 
bulletins of the America’s progress 
at 5:30 A. M. It was followed fif- 
teen minutes later by another an- 
nouncement of the plane’s flight over 
Long Island towards Newport, R. I. 
From 5:45 A. M. on the station sent 
messages on the air every thirt 
minutes thereafter on a schedule fif- 
teen minutes to and fifteen minutes 
after the hour. A representative of 
WOR said this service would be 
continued throughout the flight, or 
until all news of the plane’s progress 
definitely ceased. Late yesterday 
WOR sent the following message 
from its studio to Commander Byrd: 
“WOR is maintaining continuous 
service to help keep public advised 
of your progress. We are cheering 
your landing already.’’ 


Other Stations Go on Air. 


WEAF went on the air with its 
progress reports at 6:45 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and continued to 
broadcast on a half-hour schedule, 
starting on the hour, until midnight. 
WJZ’s initial broadcast of the flight 
was put on the air at 9:15 A. M. 
yesterday and every thirty minutes 
thereafter until the station signed 


off at 12 o’clock last night. 

WNYC started to broadcast its re- 
ports of the flight shortly before 11 
o’clock yesterday morning. As long 
as ‘messages came in regularly the 
station kept to its scheduled an- 
nouncement, but as the afternoon 
wore on and reports became less and 
less frequent, the announcements of 
the plane’s progress were made as 
soon as they were received. At the 
station it was said that all arrange- 
ments had been completed to con- 
tinue broadcasting as long as reports 
came in. An official of WNYC said 
that if the station signed off during 
the night the station would go on the 
air at ‘5 o’clock this morning and 
follow through unti] the America’s 
flight was completed. 

The radio reports of the America’s 
progress at sea are expected to be 
augmented by messages from steam- 
ships. . The transmitter carried b 
the plane has a radius of at least 1 
miles and thi< is thought to be suf- 
ficient to keep it in direct communi- 
cation throughout the duration of its 
—— In shipping circles it was 
pointed out that there is a veritable 
network of passenger ships and 
freighters extending along the course 
to be followed by the plane and that 
at no time should the America have 
any difficulty in establishing commu- 
nication with at least one ship.

TRANSPACIFIC FLIGHT 
TRIED TWICE BEFORE 


World Fliers Saccessfual in Short 
Hops at North—Commander 
Rodgers Failed. 





Attempted transpacific flights 
have been much rarer than trans- 
atlantic hops, because of the long 
water jump from California to 
Hawali. Until the just completed 
army flight, the only previous non- 
stop flight attempt across the Pa- 
cific from California to Hawaii was 
that made by Commander John 
Rodgers, U. S. N., in command of 
two navy seaplanes in 1925. 

Commander Rodgers with a crew 
of four men in the PN-9-1 and other 
naval aviators in the PN-9-3 set out 
from San Francisco about 3 P. M. on 


* 31, 1925, bound for a non-stop 
flight to Honolulu. The PN-93 was 
forced down after it had flown only 
300 miles and was picked up quickly 
a convoying destroyer. The 
PN-9-1 flew 1,700 nautical miles, set- 
ti a world record for 
and remaining in the air about 
twenty-four hours before it was 
fore down by lack of fuel. 

I e apparent to Commander 
Rodgers during the forenoon of Sept. 
1 that the gasoline supply was run- 
ning low, and he sent out radio mes- 
sages to that effect, with the news 
that he would try to come down 
near one of the navy patrol ships 
stationed along the line of flight to 
assist the aviators. Before he could 
make a contact with any of the pa- 
trol ships, however, he had to make 
a forced landing in heavy swells 
with both of his two 500-horsepower 
Packard engines dead because of ex- 
haustion of the fuel. 

The lack of fuel also made it im- 
possible for Commander Rodgers to 
operate the radio sending set and 
communicate with the surface ves- 
sels. The last radio communication 
sent out by the seaplane before it 
came down had been sent from a 
considerable distance from the posi- 
tion where the forced landing oc- 
curred, so that it did not aid the de- 
stroyers in their search for the plane 
as much as might have been ex- 
pected. 

A large number of destroyers and 
other naval craft combed the Pacific 
in search for Commander Rodgers’s 
craft, land aircraft flew out over the 
ocean from Honolulu and enger 
and tramp steamers were instructa ' 
to keep watch for the missing avia- 
tors. ey had come down only 400 
miles from their destination, but 
yee remained lost for nine days, 
dri in the open sea under great 
hardships and privations. 

Commander Rodgers, however, 
sailed the seaplane as a surface craft 
for almost the entire 400 miles to 
his ori destination without get- 
ting off the course to any extent.

WEATHER AT SEA IS FAIR 


But Conditions Over the Land Are 
Uncertain—aAlrway to France 
to Be Kept Ablaze.

PARIS, June 29. — Commander 
Byrd and his ship, the America, 
seem likely to encounter only mod- 
erately good flying weather when 
they reach this side of the Atlantic 
tomorrow. They will, however, have 
this for comfort, that it will be the 
best there has been in the past ten 
days. 

Winds will be feeble, mostly from 
the southwest, veering to the south- 
east. Thus Byrd will not have that 
grand tail wind from the northwest 
which sent Lindbergh hurtling on his 


way and brought him to Paris a 
good hour ahead of the time he be- 
lieved le. 

On e other hand, he will not 
need to fear a gale like that which 
sent Chamberlin 15,000 feet into the 
air for a whole night to find calm 
enough to ride in safety. There will 
be some thunderstorms around but 
they are likely to be light, infre- 
quent and far apart. 


Clear Weather in Paris. 


Probably the second half of the 
Atlantic crossing until the Irish 
coast ig struck will be good going, 
with a tail wind. It is from the land- 
fall onwards that conditions will be 
somewhat uncertain, though there 
will be good visibility and little or no 
cloudiness.

FOG DANGER ONE PROBLEM 


Commander Hopes Results of the 
Expedition Will Ald Cause of 
Commercial Aviation. 


Commander Byrd’s flight is more 
of a scientific expedition and less of 
a sporting venture than were the 
Lindbergh and the Chamberlin- 
Levine transatlantic trips. His suc- 
cess will mean, according to opinion 
in aviation circles, a greater impetus 
for commercial transoceanic avia- 
tion, for it will show the possibili- 
ties of passenger, freight and mail 
service across the ocean in large, 
multi-motored airplanes with accom- 
modations for several persons. 

The Byrd flight also should pro- 
duce important scientific results, it 
is believed, from his studies of air 
conditions at different altitudes, of 
the difference in wind velocities, of 
varying conditions on the edges of 
high and low pressure areas, of the 


on east and west trips to take advan- 
tage of the circular ocean storms, 
of the depth of fog banks over the 
North Atlantic, of means for avoid- 
ing ice formations on the wings and 
propellers and of the possibility of 
changing the course to avoid sleet 
and then later return to the original 
course just as is done by navigators 
of steamships.

Seeks Safest Course. 


*“‘My main purpose,” he said re- 
cently, “‘is to learn to same extent 
the quickest and the safest air course 
to Europe. These are not neces- 
sarily the same. The quickest course 
might be the southern end of a low 
area, or area of storm, where a 
strong westerly wind would blow the 
plane along at high speed, but such 
a course might be the most danger- 
ous. We know very little about the 
weather conditions which prevail 
above the surface of the ocean on 
the edges of low pressure areas.’’ 

Commander Byrd announced that 
he would fly the America at differ- 
ent altitudes to study varying air 
conditions. He has in his navigation 
cockpit a complete set of instruments 
ewes. the performance of the 
plane, his air speed, altitude, drift 
and other factors which must be 
studied. Many of the instruments 
are duplicated on the instrument 
board in the pilot’s cockpit forward. 
Byrd has all the instruments Colonel 
Lindbergh had, including the earth 
inductor compass, to which Lind- 
bergh gave so much credit for keep- 
ing him on his course. He also has 
several instruments that Lindbergh 
lacked, ———— the bubble sextant, 
by means of which he can determine 
and chart the exact sition of the 
plane at all times. o matter how 
often he shifts his course, it will be 
impossible for him, with the aid of 
the bubble sextant, to get lost, pro- 
viding he can see the sun or a star. 

Commander Byrd’s experiences are 
expected to shed considerable light 
on what transatlantic aviators must 
do to climb over the fog to take 
observations from the sun and stars. 
The depth of the fog over the North 
Atlantic never has been measured, 
and Byrd is not expected to be able 
to measure it, because he cannot 
climb to more than 18,000 feet alti- 
tude in the America, and the clouds 
above fog frequently are at an alti- 
tude of 20,000 to 25,000 feet. How- 
ever, he may be able to confirm the 
reports of Lindbergh and Chamber- 
lin, indicating that the fog extends 
as hight as the clouds, inasmuch as 
they often failed in attempts to climb 
over the fog, and he may be able to 
add additional information on the 
probable height of the fog. 


Will Study the Winds. 


The flier also will study carefully 
the relationship between the veloci- 
ties of surface winds and of winds 
higher up. It is believed that certain 
winds at the surface change their 
direction and velocity in higher alti- 
tudes. This is of great importance to 
transoceanic fliers, as an adverse 
wind with a velocity of even a few 
miles an hour makes a great differ- 
ence in fuel consumption. 

Commander Byrd hopes his studies 
of these conditions will show future 
navigators of the air how they can 


turn the wind to their advantage J 
increasing or decreasing altitude. It 
is believed that a surface wind froin 
the southwest with a velocity of ten 
knots shifts its direction at 1,500 
feet altitude to a direct west wind 
with a slightly higher velocity, and 
that such a wind decreases in veloc- 
ity up to 3,000 feet altitude and then 
slowly increases its velocity again.

Corps who undoubtedly would also have performed the task suc- 
cessfully. 

The first question was in n regard to food aboard the Fokker. 
plane, and drew a laugh from both Maitland and Hegenberger. 

“We had water,” explained Maitland. “You see, we had 
ordered some sandwiches and had expected to have some coffee 
and hot soup in thermos bottles, but when we looked for them 
we could not find them. If they were in the plane, we failed to 
locate them.” 

Lieutenant John S. Griffith interrupted to say that he had 
found the food in the plane untouched. Under the plotting 
board, covered by a tarpaulin, were the sandwiches, coffee and 
hot soup. 

Big Advance in Coast Defenses. 

When asked for their general impressions of the long 
flight, Maitland replied,:Hegenberger-nodding in concurrence: 

“My first and outstanding impression is that it is the 
starting point toward more general distribution and strength- 
ening of military aviation, and an important step in reorganiza- 
tion of our coast defenses.” 

“TI might add right there,” put in Hegenberger, “ that this 
flight positively was not in the nature of a stunt. The most 
complete arrangements possible were made to govern it.” 

Asked regarding the extent of deviation from their plotted 
course, Hegenberger, the navigator, answered: 

“We knew where we were at all times, or very closely so. 
While we were not exactly on the course every minute of the 
time, we were not very far away from it. 


Checked Course on Steamer. 


“Our first check as‘to position was made with a steamer 
bound for San Francisco when we were about 775 miles out. I 
remember that I wrote a note to Maitland telling him that we 
ought to sight the ship in about twenty-five minutes. And 
when we looked out after a while, we saw it.” 

“We ran into a very heavy crosswind during the first 500 
miles out,” said Maitland, explaining weather conditions, “ but | 
after that the winds were generally favorable.” 

“Later on the wind was right on our tail, and I can tell 
you that was much more than: we had expected,” — asa’ 
added. 

“While it was daylight,” Maitland continued the explana- 
tion, “‘ we flew about 300 feet above the sea, but when it was 
dark we flew at a height of 10,000 feet in order that Hegen- 
berger might make celestial observations to determine our 
position.” 

“We had to fly high to get above the clouds,” added Hegen- 
berger. 

Little Trouble with Motors. 

When inquiry was made concerning the performance of 
the three motors that drove the plane, Maitland said: _ 

“Right at the beginning each motor in turn caused us 
some anxiety, but they all straightened up finally. 

“ About two o’clock this morning one of the motors appar- 
ently became slightly cooled.” 

Other inquiries brought out that there was no moon to aid 
them, and that they did not know that Ernest Smith, who was 
to have raced them across the Pacific, had not been able to 
take off again from the Oakland field, where both planes had 
been stationed for the hop-off, after turning back. 

Maitland said he was not very tired, but certainly would 
like some sleep. 

He had nothing to say about the possibility of a return 
flight, a matter that was settled later when a Washington dis- 
patch stated that the aviators were not to fly back, and that 
their great monoplane was to be left in Hawaii for inter-island 
flying. 

Made Little Use of Radio Beam. ’ 


Regarding the radio beacon signals sent out to aid them by 
stations in San Francisco and Hawaii, Hegenberger said: 

“The radio beam is a success, but we were unable to make 
much use of it, for the reason that our radio receiver went out 
of commission several times. However, when we were able 
to use the receiver, the radio beam signals came in very well.” 

“One of our motors,” remarked Maitland, “gave us some 
trouble. It sputtered and cut out, and for a while we thought 
We were going to lose it. It caused us to settle from 10,000 
feet to about 4,000 and through three or four cloud layers be- 
fore it finally picked up.” 

The explanation was made casually and with no indication 
that possible disaster impended. 

Maitland expressed the opinion that the radio signal zone 
was much narrower than expected. 

“It appeared to me so,” agreed Hegenberger. “However, 
the radio beam gives promise of becoming tremendously valu- 
able. We were able to get signals when eight or nine hours 
on our course.” 

Maitland estimated the airplane’s average speed at 115 
miles an hour, but said that he might correct this figure later. 


Sighted Island of Kauai First. . —— 


They first picked up the land after flying twenty-three 
hours, said Hegenberger. It was the island of Kauai, north- 
west of Oahu Island, of the Hawaiian group, on which they 
landed. 

“T'll tell you it was pretty good to see it, too,” said-Mait- 
land, smiling. “We had not expected anything like that so 
soon.” 

It indicated to them that they were on their course, Hegen- 
berger said, and afterward came the sunrise. 

The plane, Maitland said, flew easily and both were com- 
fortable, except for cold during the night. 

Here again, the fliers declared “hunger,” whereupon the 
interviewers departed.

Plane Will Stay in Hawaii. 


The Maitland monoplane will not 
be flown back to the United States, 
officials explained, as no intensive 
navigation test would be served in 
finding the long coastline of the con- 
tinental United States, while the 
plane, of the transport type, is 
needed by the army for inter-island 
flying in the Hawaiian group. For 
some time the army has needed a 
plane of that type there, as its pres- 
ent equipment for the most part con- 
sists of twin motored old Martin 
bombers, which are not particularly 
adapted for Hawaiian service. 

Lieutenants Maitland and Hegen- 
berger probably will sail for home in 
a few days. On their arrival they 
will recive all acknowledgment in 
person from the army for their 
achievement. There is no doubt in 
the minds of officials that they will 
receive the Distinguished Flying 
Cross, as did Colonel Lindbergh and 
the army’s Pan-American good-will 
fliers. 

They will not receive the Dole $25,- 
000 cash prize for the first success- 
ful non-stop flight between Cali- 
fornia and Hawaii, as the army does 
not go in for that sort of racing. The 

only financial return they will re- 
ceive will be the extra flying pay 
due them for the hours they were in 
the air under army regulations. 

As messages were sent from offi- 
cial Washington to the fliers, many 
telegrams were delivered at the War 
Department from citizens and organ- 
izations extending congratulations. 
Several voiced the belief that the 
flight would be a great stimulus to 
commercial aviation. 


Davis Sends Congratulations.

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BYRD’S LIFE MARKED 
BY DARING EXPLOITS 


Trip Around the World as a Boy 
of 12 Is the Keynote to His 
Adventurous Career. 


NOTABLE NAVY RECORD 


Flight Over the North Pole Won 
Him Fame—Air Conquest of the 
Antarctic His Next Objective. 


Commander Richard Evelyn Byrd 
is a naval aviation officer on leave. 
He is 37 years old and has a wife and 
three children. Since boyhood he has 
lived a life of adventure and explora- 
tion. He traveled around the world 
all alone when he was 12 years old, 
later went through the Naval Acad- 
emy, served a tour at sea, learned to 
fly and last year soared over the 
North Pole in an airplane. After he 
completes his present trip he plans to 
fly to the South Pole, and to explore 
the antarctic continent, large parts 
of which have never been seen by 
man, as his next expedition. 

His navy record includes seventeen 
citations, four for bravery. During 
his sea duty he saved two men, one 
a Captain, from drowning. In tight 
places, whether in the air or on sea 
or dry land, he is known as a man 
of the most reckless bravery, but 
that does not tell his whole story. He 
has fully as attractive a personality, 
in a more mature way, as Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh. He is of the 
same quiet, modest, unassuming 
type. That he is a thorough sports- 
man has been shown by his attitude 
toward Colonel Lindbergh. In addi- 
tion he has highly developed quali- 
ties of leadership, as illustrated by 
his North Pole expedition and by his 
preparations for the transatlantic 
flight. 

Scientist of the Air. 


Commander Byrd is also a scientist 
of the air, and his inventions have 
been important factors in the devel- 
opments of recent years which have 
revolutionized aerial navigation. The 
most important of these inventions is 
the bubble sextant, which he used on 
the North Pole flight, and which 
gives the aviator an artificial hori- 
zon, helping him to calculate his po- 
sition when in flight. He also per- 
fected the sun compass and drift in- 
dicator, and is an authority on the 
use of these instruments in aerial 
navigation. 

His princfpal interest in the trans- 
atlantic flight is scientific. He did 
not enter himself as a contestant for 
the Orteig $25,000 prize, which 
Colonel Lindbergh won, and he an- 
nounced from the beginning that he 
was not in a race, but would make 
his flight for the purpose of aero- 
nautical research regardless of the 
results of other flights.

Commander Byrd comes from a dis- 
tinguished = family, which 
dates back to e seventeenth cen- 
tury. His ancestor, William Byrd, 
fought Indians and the wilderness 
after he went to Virginia in 1683, and 
founded the historic settlement at 
Richmond. Commander Byrd is one 
of three famous brothers—soldier, 
statesman and explorer—who are 
known to their friends as ‘“Tom, Dick 
and 5 eg Har is Governor 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia. Tom is 
Captain Thomas B. yee, who distin- 

shed himself in e World War, 
and is now one of the largest apple 
growers in Maryland. Dick is e 
commander of the America. 


Born an Adventurer. 


Commander Byrd was born in Win- 
chester, Va., the son of Richard Eve- 
lyn Byrd, a prominent Virginia at- 
torney, and Elinor Bolling Flood 
Byrd. His mother said once that he 
had been ‘‘born an adventurer and 
explorer, absolutely without fear.’’ 
In 1901, when he was 12 years old, 
he said good-bye to his parents and 


boarded a train at Richmond to set 
out alone on a voyage around the 
world. He went first to Manila, cap- 
ital of the Philippine Islands, where 
Captain Adam C. Carson, a friend of 
his father, was a United States Cir- 
cuit Judge. 

Before the Spanish-American War 
Captain Carson had been a frequent 
visitor at the law office of Byrd's 
father. The youngster and Captain 
Carson became fast friends, and 
young Byrd followed his friend’s war 
career with keen interest, even to 

utting on a much too large Lieu- 
enant’s uniform and marching with 
Captain Carson’s company when it 
— before President McKinley 
n Washington on its return from the 
war. It was Captain Carson’s a

at caused the youngster to start 
out to see the world, with Manila as 
his first stop. 

The boy had some exciting adven- 
tures in the islands, as the natives 
had not been thoroughly pacified in 
1902, and as living conditions there 
were much more primitive than they 
are now. He was exposed to cholera 
and had to be quarantined with sev- 
eral others on a hilltop on one of the 
smaller islands. The natives refused 
to risk contagion by bringing food to 
the quarantined foreigners, so young 
Byrd’s diet consisted chiefly of car- 
rots and monkeys caught by his com- 
panions. He did not contract the dis- 
ease. 


Entered Naval Academy. 


Young Byrd completed his trip 
around the world by taking a British 
tramp schooner which allowed him to 
visit Japan, Ceylon, India, Port Said 
and other places, and which aroused 
in him an interest in the sea and in 
navigation during long weeks on the 


slow-moving tramp. On returning 
home he entered a military academy 
and then went to Annapolis. 

In 1916, as a junior officer, Byrd 
stepped on a nail in the course of his 
duties and received an infection 
which made one foot stiff. He was 
retired from active service and was 
placed on the navy retired list for 
disability, but he continued to per- 
form the actua) service of an officer 
on active duty. In 1922 a special act 
of Congress promoted him to the 
rank of Lieutenant Commander, 
which he would have attained in the 
ordinary course had not his nominal 
retirement prevented his promotion 
in the usual course. 

Byrd organized the Na Depart- 
ment’s commission on training camps 
in 1917, and the following year was 
sent to Canada to command the 
United States naval forces in Cana- 
dian waters. Meanwhile he had 
learned to fly, and after the war he 
devoted all his time and energy to 
aviation and aerial navigation. 

Several years ago he formed the 





twin ambition of flying across the 
North Pole in an ai and mak- 
ing a transatlantic flight. Last year 
he became the first .man to fly an 
airplane over the North Pole, and 
several years ago he might have been 
the first man to make the Atlantic 
flight had not the Navy Department 
at that time refused to grant permis- 
sion for him to make such an at- 
tempt. He also volunteered to fly 
from England to America in the 
ZR-2, and was in England when the 
dirigible was wrecked. 
en the navy decided to fly the 

NC planes across the Atlantic via the 
Azores Byrd promptly volunteered 
his services. He wished to participate 
in the actual flight, but, instead was 
selected to organize the navigation 
work. In the course of these duties 
he invented the bubble’ sextant, 
which was used by the NC planes for 
the first time in an important flight. 

Commander Byrd was flight leader 
of McMillan’s expedition to Green- 
land in 1923. He took with him as 
his chief aide and assistant pilot, 
Floyd Bennett, who latér flew with 
him across the Pole and would have 
been his pilot on the transatlantic 
trip except for the accident in April, 
when the America overturned when 
landing after its factory test flight 
at Teterboro Ai rt, Hasbrouck 
Heights, N. J., and when Bennett's 
leg was broken. On the McMillan ex- 
pedition Byrd and Bennett flew more 
than 6, miles over -the drea 
stretches of Greenland. The condi- 
tions under which this flying was 
done were extremely. hazardous, but 
the experience intensified Byrd's de- 
sire to make the polar flight. 


Backed by Noted Men. 


Having obtained financial backing 
from Edsel Ford, Vincent Astor, 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. and others, 
Commander Byrd left Brooklyn in 
the Spring of 1926 on the steamship 
Chantier for Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, 
whence he was to hop off for the 
Pole. The steamship carried his air- 
plane, named the Joséphine Ford 
after a daughter of Mr. Ford. The 
plane was a three-motored Fokker 
similar in many respects to the 
America. Taking off from snow and 
ice on May 9, 1926, Byrd and Bennett 
sailed straight for the Pole at daz- 
zling speed, and sixteen hours later 
came roaring back with a perfect 
landing. a 

Commander Byrd returned to New 
York and exhibited his polar airplane 
in the Wanamaker stores in New 
York and Philadelphia. and found 
Rodman Wanamaker anxious to fi- 
nance his transatlantic’ flight. He 
has delivered many interesting lec- 
tures and written many articles about 
his polar flight. Recently he received 
honorary degrees from Yale, Tufts 
and the University of Virginia in rec- 
— of his aeronautical achieve- 
ments.

Plane Being Built That Could 
Go 5,000 Miles From Seattle 
to Tokio, Designer Says. 





AND USE 10T0 15% LESS GAS 


Makers of Aircraft, Motor and 
Instruments Meet In Jubilation 
Over Hawalian Flight. 


Anthony Fokker, builder of the 
planes used by Commander Byrd in 
his transatlantic flight and the 
army fliers who made the trip to 
Hawaii, announced yesterday that 
he was building a new plane designed 
to remain in the air for 72 hours. He 
intimated that it would be used soon 
in an attempt at a non-stop flight of 
5,000 miles from Seattle to Tokio. 

The new Fokker plane, he said, 


would be equipped with an entirel 

new Wright Whirlwind motor, whic 

Charles . Lawrence, President of 
the Wright Aeronautical Company, 
announced his firm was developing. 
Mr. Lawrence said the new motor 
was expected to consume from 10 to 
15 per cent. less gasoline than the 
present 220-horsepower motor and to 
develop an additional 50 horsepower, 
besides remaining almost as light in 
weight. 

Mr. Fokker, Mr. Lawrence and 
Charles H. Colvin, President of the 
Pioneer Instrument Company, maker 
of the earth inductor compass used 
on all.the transoceanic flights, who 
also announced that his company had 
learned to improve its instruments in 
the record-making hops, met yester- 
day in a congratulatory meeting 
after the Hawaiian fliers had landed. 


Hail Fliers’ Achievement. 


“It was a marvelous achievement,”’ 


said Mr. Fokker of the Hawaiian 
flight. ‘‘Their risk was much greater 


than Lindbergh’s. He and the rest of 


the transatlantic fliers had a conti- 
nent to aim for and flew about 1,900 
miles across the sea. Maitland and 
Hegenberger flew over 2,400 miles of 
ocean and reached their goal, a mere 
speck in the Pacific.’’ 

He would not give details about the 
new plane he was building, or for 
whom, or for what purpose it was de- 
signed. 

But this ship will be capable of 
easily making a non-stop flight from 
the Pacific Coast—Seattle, say—to 
Tokio,’’ he said. “Within a year

Committee Considers 
President Prenter and Others 
After Big Loss of Deposits, 


Deposing

CLEVELAND, June 29.—The Broth- 
erhoad of Locomotive Engineers, at 
their fith triennial convention here 
today, voted to pledge their entire 
assets to guarantee deposits of the 
brotherhood’s Cooperative National 
Bank here, the key institution of 
their $90,000,000 financial investment 
structure. The deposits of the bank 
have shown a falling off of $1,600,000 
in six months. 

Plans were reported under way in 
committee te wote tomorrow a deci- 
sive change in the form of adminis- 
tration. If adopted by the conven- 
tion, this would result in the aboli- 
tion of three offices — that of the 
President and two Vice Presidents— 
and a return of the Grand Chief En- 
gineer to supreme authority. 

The effect of this would be to oust 
William B. Prenter, who was the 
right hand man of Warren 8S. Stone 
and the successor to the Presidential 
post upon the latter’s death. Mr. 
Prenter has been connected with fi- 
nancial affairs of the brotherhood 
for more than forty years. With him 
also would be retired L. G. Griffing, 
First Vice President, and Harry F. 
Daugherty, Second Vice President. 

Others the committee has slated 
to go with them are George T. 
Webb, executive Vice President, but 
not a member of the brotherhood, 


and C. E. Lindquist, secretary. One 
of the officials said tonight, how- 
ever, that Mr. Webb could remain if 
he desired to. 


Johnston in the Saddle. 


According to the recommendations 
the committee will make tomorrow 
Alvanley Johnston of St. Paul, the 
present Grand Chief Engineer, would 
be re-elected and vested with sole 
authority in the brotherhood.

A third development which some 
think may come out of the present 
triennial meeting is the acquisition 
of a trained financier to take over

At present this 
is strongly opposed by a part of the 
membership, which, as a matter of 
pride, wants to keep things ‘‘100 per 
cent engineer.’’ 

Plans in this direction were plainly 
afoot in the invitation extended re-

E. Mitten, head of Mitten Manage- 
ment, Inc., of Philadelphia to take 
over direction of these affairs. One 
responsible source anneunced tonight 
that attempts were being made to 
get some one else in a similar capaci- 
ty, now that the Mitten interests had 
withdrawn from the negotiations. 

Business leaders in Cleveland ap- 
pear divided as to the extent of 
the financial reorganization if the 
brotherhood decides to order one. 
Some are optimistic. These int 
to the financial potentiality of the 
well-paid membership as a reservoir 
for such special assessments as the 
five-dollar-a-month levy hinted at to- 
night. They also bank upon the 
pride and morale of the organiza- 
tion. They assert that the engi- 
neers have the spirit to take an 
losses bravely and the means to fi- 
nance themselves over a long term 
of liquidation of part of their less 
profitable holdings. 

Outside opinion seems genera] that 
the brotherhood would do well to 
part with some of its realty hold- 
ings, such as the $15,000,000 develop- 
ment at Venice, Fla., and confine 
itself to labor banking alone.

Iie 
added that at the time the bond is- 
sue was proposed the company had 
heard no suggestion of recapture and 
said there had been no such sugges- 
tion until Mr. Untermyer came into 
the transit situation. 

Mr. Dahl asserted that he was sure 
there would be no recapture because 
it would be against the best inter- 
ests of the city and the residents 
of Brooklyn. He declared the city 
could not recapture until after the 
completion of the Nassau Street sub- 
way, construction of which has not 
been begun because the company’s 
contract with the city guaranteed it 
certain trackage rights on this line 
which the city could not deliver 
until it was built. 

In the event of recapture, Mr. 
Dahl added, there would undoubt- 
edly be an increase in faré on the 
Brooklyn elevated lines, against 
which he said, there was no fran- 
chise limitation. In that case, he said 
Brooklyn passengers would have to 
pay two fares, one of which would 
be an increased fare, to reach any- 
where except downtown Manhattan.

“I think it is not a wise practice 
and one that it is well to discon- 
tinue,’’ Mr. Simmons said. 


The examination continued: 


Q.—If the broker who holds some stock in 
the company, but not the amount of stock 
appearing in his name, were required on the 
face of the proxy to designate the amount of 
stock that he holds on which he votes, that 
would help that situation, would it not? A.— 
I think it would; yes, sir. 

Q.—If he were prevented by regulation of 
the Exchange from giving a pany with re- 
spect to stock that he no longer holds, and 
the possession of which he has parted with, 
that would further assist the situation, 
would it not?

Doubtful on Registration. 


Q.—If the members of the Stock Exchange 
were required, when they come into the pos- 
session of stock that is in the name of other 
street houses, to have the stock registered in 
their name, that would supply a simple and 
easy contact between the _ stockholders, 
wouldn’t it? A.—I suppose it would, yes. 

Q.—Do you see any objection to these re- 
forms? A.—Well, I think some of them are 
debatable. 

Q.—Isn’t it one of your functions to insist 
in the integrity of elections of directors 
Pec securities are listed on your exchange? 

—Yes, 

Q.—Don’t you think that would promote the 
integrity and the fairness of election, to 
have the stock registered in the name of the 
brokerage houses that hold it, rather than 
in the name of somebody who had parted 
with it?

Q.—That being so, -have you any question 
that the Stock Exchange, which exercises a 
good many rights over its members, would 
have the right to make such exactions in the 
interest of honest election?

Mr. Untermyer explained that the 
commission believed it necessary to 
know who owned the stock. In reply 
to a question by Mr. Milburn he 
said: 

“If the exchange refuses to act, 
why then we will have to discuss 
that situation, but if the exchange 
acts favorably on these propositions, 
then we want to know about when 
it will take place. There are elec- 
tions coming along in both of these 
companies at an edriy date, and it 
may be advisable to get into com- 
munication with the stockholders.’’ 

Mr. Simmons said that the prac- 
tice of brokerage houses issuing 
proxies had existed for many years 
and that he must make a close study 
of the different points before mak- 
ing any recommendation to the Ex- 
—5* I have been in conference 
with the law committee several times 
on this subject. I have been in con- 
ference with our attorneys on it. 
We have come to a certain point 
where we are pretty nearly ready 
to make recommendations. When 
we come to a conclusion we will 
take the matter before our govern- 
ing board, which is the final body 
for decision in these matters.

Lee Again on Stand. 


Records from the office of Ivy Lee, 
counsel on public relations to the 
Interborough, showed that consid- 
erable increased fare propaganda 
went out from his office after 1922, 


when he testified on Monday that 
he advised the officers of the com- 
pany to stop their increased fare 
agitation because of adverse public 
opinion. 

Among such pieces of propaganda 
were several issues of the Subway 
Sun and the Elevated Express, a 
pamphlet entitled ‘‘The Way Out of 
the Subway Jam,’’ of which man 
thousand copies were distributed, 
and the company’s memorial for an 
increased fare to the Governor and 
the Legislature.

HENLEY-ON-THAMES, England, 
June 29.—The Kent School crew of 
Kent, Conn., lost out in the first heat 
of the Thames Challenge Cup race 
here today. The race was marred 
by showery weather. The Kent oars- 
men put up a thrilling struggle 


against their opponents, the Thames 
Rowing Club, and the result remained 


in doubt until almost the very end 
of the course. he Americans lost 
by only a quarter of a length. The 
ent crew forced the Thames eight, 
which is one of the best clubs on the 
river, to make the fastest time—7 
minutes 44 seconds—of any ten 
crews in the Thames challenge race. 
Both crews got away speedily, each 
rowing at a forty-two beat the first 
minute. Then Kent nosed ahead, 
the prow of the Kent boat keeping 
a quarter of a length in front for 
the first hundred yards or so. Then 
the Thames boat crept up and the 
crews raced on even terms for 
three-quarters of the course. A few 
hundred yards from the end the 
Americans spurted splendidly. Their 
challenge was met by Beresford, who 
lifted the stroke and called for the 
best the Thames oarsmen aad. The 
English lads responded gallantly. It 
—F became a neck and neck strug- 
, only more desperately than be- 
—— Kent going ahead on one 
stroke, Thames on the next. The be- 
draggied spectators along the banks 
for a moment forgot their clinging 
wet clothes and left their shelter to 
see the finish. The Thames boat 
won. 


May Now Row Eton. 


The American boys took their 
drubbing gamely. ‘‘The best crew 
won,’ one of them said just after 
the race. Another member of their 
party expressed high praise for the 
Thames crew because its members 
were outweighed by Kent by about 


15 pounds to the man. 

One result of Kent School’s defeat 
and its early exit from the regatta 
is that the crew may after all have 
a chance to row Eton. If the latter 
is defeated tomorrow they will be 
able to arrange for the race with 
the American boys. 

The regatta opened to dreary, drip- 
ping weather. 

Only a few persons, consisting 
mainly of old graduates of the vari- 
ous schools represented were present 
at the event, which in former days 
was a magnet for a fashionable 
crowd. Aside from the brilliant 
blazers worn by members of the 
crews, there was little color in the 
scene. A number of Americans were 
present to see the Kent School crew's 
performance. The Kent crew’s race 
also attracted the English rowing ex- 

rts, who had expressed much in- 

rest in the rowing style of the 
ericans. 


Wright Beats Collett. 


One of the most eagerly awaited 
events scheduled today was the Dia- 
mond Sculls. In this Joe Wright Jr. 
of the Argonaut Club of Toronto de- 
feated T. D. A: Collett, one of Eng- 
land’s best scullers. Collett gained a 
slight lead at the start of the race 
and held it until he reached the mile 

. Then Wright caught up and a 
undred yards from the finish he 
started to pass his opponent. He 
won by two lengths. e time was 
8 minutes 49 seconds. 

Wright’s father, who was a famous 
coach at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, saw his son’s victory. He 
himself is familiar with the Henley 
course, having stroked the Argonaut 
crew here in 1895. The ames 
crew's victory means a boost for the 
new Jesus liege style, taught by 
Steve Fairburn.

NEWPORT, R. L. June 29.—With 
a great sailing breeze on from the 
southeast and a rough sea rolling up 
to the Brenton Reef Lightship, the 
New York Yacht Club’s open regatta 
today turned into something of a fiz- 
zle because a majority of the yachts 
did not come out to race.

Mate Clinton Mackenzie laid out a 
coure, and then waited for the rac- 
ing yachts to come out.

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Bruce Flowers Loses Decision to Kid Kaplan in Ten Rounds

MISSES KNOCKOUT AT END 


New Rochelle Boxer Weathers Storm 
in Last Three Sessions of Clash 
Packed With Action.

Louis (Kid) Kaplan established 
himself as a wrecker of champion- 
ship hopes before a crowd of about 
4,000 fight fans last night at the 
Queensboro Stadium. The squat, 
scrappy little Meriden, Conn., light- 
weight hammered his way to victory 
over Bruce Flowers, stout-hearted 
New Rochelle negro, in the ten-round 
feature bout. 


Judges George Kelly and Herman 
Kahn and Referee Jack Dorman 
voted the decision to Kaplan when 
the final bell clanged on a savage, 
vicious and exciting battle, giving 
Kaplan his ninth straight victory 
since his knockout at the hands of 
Billy Wallace. The decision ended 
Flowers’s record of nine straight vic- 
tories for the year. 
- Wo other vote was possible, for 
Kaplan, a whirling tornado in action, 
won eight of the ten rounds. Flow- 
ers took one round, the sixth, and 
held Kaplan even in the fifth. But 
every er round went to the Nut- 
meg State boxer, to everybody’s sat- 
isfaction. 

Kaplan seldom has exhibited him- 
self * better advantage around here. 
He missed a knockout victory only 
because lack of a finishing blow is 
his one weakness, this coupled with 
a tendency to become inaccurate and 
ineffective in his bullish eager of- 
fensive when victory looms. 


Kaplan Finishes Strong. 
Kaplan, groggy in the sixth round 
when Flowers crashed a right to the 
jaw, recovered speedily and had 


Flowers staggering around the ring 
on the verge of a knockout in the 
eighth and ninth rounds, and in the 
tenth round too when Flowers, des- 
perate in the face of impending de- 
feat, launched an ineffective rally. 

Kaplan tried hard to land that 
knockout punch in response to a 
wildly cheering gathering which had 
made him a 2 to 1 faverite to win. 

The Meriden battler lacked the 
nervous control to steady the victory 
urge within him and Flowers profited 
thereby. Kaplan leaped and tore at 
his foe in savage, bullish fury, flail- 
ing with both fists. But not a punch 
landed cleanly or forcefully and 
Flowers survived, when a knockout 
was imminent. 

Kaplan almost battered his rival 
through the ropes in the ninth, but 

n wildness came to the aid of 

owers. Kaplan staggered Flowers 
again in the tenth and final round 
with a long left hook to the jaw, 
but Flowers fought back savagely to 
the final bell. 

Kaplan weighed 132% pounds and 
Flowers 134. 


Kaplan Sets Opening Pace. 
Kaplan tore after his rival with 
the opening bell with his character- 
istic, fiery offensive and never re- 
linquished the lead. Flowers, on the 
other hand, had to fight a desperate 


defensive battle against a persistent 
boxer and it is a testimonial to his 
courage that he heard the final bell 
standing erect. 

From the first Kaplan played for 
his rival’s body, while Flowers di- 
rected his fire to the head, opening 
e cut over Kaplan’s right eye in the 
opening chapter. Kaplan, disregard- 
ing this injury, ripped and slashed 
to the body at close quarters and 
carried the round. 

In the second session Kaplan’s of- 
fensive was featured by two sharp 
left hooks to the jaw which’ stag- 
gered Flowers and made the negro 
clinch. 

Kaplan opened a cut over his rival’s 
right eye with a left hook in the 
third round and continued to be- 
labor Flowers about “he body at close 
quarters, crowding Bruce about the 
ring before a relentless, furious at- 
tack. Flowers gave a good account 
of himself in a sizzling exchange, 
which opened the fourth round, but 
several strong left hand body 
smashes forced the negro to retreat 
after his opening flurry. 

In the fifth chapter Flowers was 
best at long range and made Kaplan 
miss repeatedly and awkwardly, but 
Lou evened the round with his work 
at close quarters. 

Flowers rallied strongly in the sixth 
sessior and gave the Meriden boxer 
a trying time of it. The negro stag- 
gered — with a hard right to 
the jaw, but Kaplan clinched until 
his head cleared and averted danger. 

In the seventh Kaplan was back 
on the attack strong as ever and 
carried the round despite Flowers’s 
frantic efforts to stop the Meriden- 
ite’s rushes. A long left hook to the 
jaw staggered Flowers early in the 
eighth and draped him over the 
ropes.

and Flowers survived the round. It 
was the same in the ninth and tenth 
rounds.

With advance requests representing

Bobby Gunnis, Quaker City pro 
moter, is running the special from 
Philadelphia, while Sammy Wolfe, 
Chicago spo an, is in charge of 
the train chartered for the Chicago 
fans. 

‘“‘We will not get our tickets until 
Friday, and with a recount and thor- 
ough checking requiring several days 
the tickets will not be available to 
the public until Tuesday,” said Rick- 
ard. ‘“‘I have orders for about $200,- 
000 seats right now and the orders 
continue to pour in. I have had about 
80,000 tickets printed, up to the ca- 
pacity of the park, but I can see 
right now I will not have enough 
tickets to around. I think I could 
beat the ——— record for 
attandance and receipts if there was 
enough room at the Stadium. 

Everybody, it seems, wants to get 
ringside seats. Bankers, big profes- 
sional men, politicians, stage folks— 
everybody is applying for tickets and 
even at this early date the allotment 
presents a difficult task. I will do 
my best, however, to satisfy every- 
body and keep the best tickets out 
of the hands of the speculators. 


Sale Starts Tuesday. 


Public sale of the tickets will com- 
mence at the Madison Square Gar- 
den box office Tuesday morning at 
9 o’clock, according to present 


plans. At that time seats from $5.50 
to $27.50 will be available. The $3.30 
admission tickets are not to go on 
sale until 4 o’clock on the after- 
noon of the contest. On the morn- 
ing of the’ bout the sale of reserved 
seats will open at the Yankee Sta- 
dium at 10 o’clock and the sale at 
the Garden will close at 6 o’clock in 
the evening after which all tickets 
will be distributed at the Stadium. 

Indicating the tremendous interest 
in the bout was the announcement 
from Ike Dorgan, Rickard’s public- 
ity man, that applications have been 
received for 1 working press 
tickets. Requests have come from 
Los Angeles and California.

DEMPSEY APPROVED 
BY EIGHT DOCTORS 


Physical and Mental Condition 
Called Excellent After Exam- 
ination in Camp. 


STAMINA PROVES AMAZING 





Physicians Marvel at This In Long 
Workout Against His Four 
Sparring Mates.

SARATOGA LAKE, N.,Y., June 
29.—Jack Dempsey, after an exami- 
nation made this afternoon by eight 
prominent physicians at his camp 
here, was pronounced in fine phy- 
sical condition and his general health 
was unconditionally approved. The 
eight physicians, named by forty- 
two of their conferees attendingthe 
New York State Health Conference 
at Saratoga Springs, —* e ex- 
amination at the invitation of Leo 
P. Flynn, Dempsey’s chief of staff, 
to allay statements that Jack is not 
fit and is in poor health. 

One of the eight doctors who put 
the ex-champion through the rigid 
test, but who asked that his identity 
not be made known, declared Jack 
to be “the finest speciman of a 
fighter I have ever seen,” adding 
that he believed Dempsey could be 
placed in tip-top condition with one 
week’s work. His fellow examiners, 
however, divided with this Bear 
cian on this point, the majority of 
the eight being of the opinion that 
Dempsey would require at least three 
weeks to get into proper shape to 
face Jack Sharkey. 

All of the ig omen a expressed 
amazement at Dempsey’s stamina 
after his long absence from real ring 
combat. pointed to the former 
—— mental state, declaring 
that he was unworried, and care- 
free, as was demonstrated by the 
manner in which he laughed as he 
jumped and rushed through his af- 
ternoon’s work. 

Mental Strain Absent. 


One physician, who had _ seen 
Dempsey while he was preparing for 
Tunney, declared there was an en- 
tire absence of the mental strain that 
Jack suffered at that time. ‘He 
ought to prance through to victory 


nst Sharkey,”’ said this doctor. 
*‘l notice an absence of that strained 
brain which he exhibited before the 
Tunney fight. Why, he seems like a 
different man.”’ 

When Jack faced the doctors for 
the physical test all were instantly 
struck first of all by the lack of ex- 
cess fat about Jack’s stomach and 
marveled at the trim waist line the 
former titlebearer presented.

He 
opened up slowly, but as the seconds 
went by he became his old self. He 
gave McMullen plenty to do for a full 
round. The next to enter, Martie 
Burke, got plenty of opportunity to 
land blows, and he did, but Dempsey 
took them easily. He worked the 
same weaving fighting with this man 
and came out fresh and aggressive. 

The afternoon’s boxing was closed 
with a one-round go with Allentown 
Joe Gans, a fast stepper, but entirely 
at sea when he mixed with Dempsey. 

This morning Dempsey was on the 
road for forty-five minutes and ended 
the early part of the day with bag 

unching, rope jumping and shadow 

oxing. Johnnie Saxon of Freeport,

Allison Carries Texas Hopes.

GARDEN CITY, N. Y., June 29.— 
While rival candidates for the quali- 
fying medal of the intercollegiate 
title golf tourney were being buffeted 
and battered by the rough bunkers 
and greens on the Garden City Golf 
Club links today, Watts Gunn, boon 
companion of that distinguished fel- 
low Georgian, Bobby Jones, managed 
to steer an almost straight course 
on each of the two rounds and won 
the medal without even so much as 
a scare. ? 

As he stepped off the eighteenth 
green yesterday Gunn was heard to 
remark that the tourney wasn’t a 
championship but a marathon. ‘‘The 
winner of this tournament won’t be 


the best golfer necessarily,’’ declared 
Gunn. ‘“He’ll be the man who can 
stand on his two feet at the finish.”’ 
Evidently the young, dark-haired 
uare-jawed Southerner has the 
physical requisites of the champion- 
ship sized up pretty accurately, for 
it was his stamina and steadiness 
that brought him the medal. A 75 
in the morning was followed by a 73 
in the afternoon and the sum, 147, 
gave Gunn a four-round aggregate 
of 302, which, if not an actual 
record, should be. Averaging 75% 
per round for four consecutive 
rounds over the Garden City Golf 
Course is a performance any man 
might well be proud of and that is 
what Gunn did, his four rounds be- 
ing 78, 76, 75, 73. 

An Interesting Comparison. 


Although comparisons are often 
odious and sometimes worthless it 
is interesting to note that the score 
made by the twenty-two year old 


Georgia technologist would have won 
the National Open Championship of 
1907 and the Metropolitan Open 
Championship of 1916 exactly six 
strokes each. 

Those are the only 72 hole scoring 
tests that have been played over the 
Garden City Golf Course, Lawrence 
Auchterlonie being the winner of the 
national and Walter Hagen of the 
metropolitan on those occasions. 

So if Gunn’s feat isn’t a record, it 
may as well be put down as such. 
It should, moreover, furnish food for 
thought to the members of the 
Garden City Golf Club green com- 
mittee Almost yearly these gentle 
men have been making alterations, 
some major, others minor, in the 
course, hoping to put backbone in 
the comparatively few places that 
backbone ‘s wanting. 

Gunn was not the only one in the 
field to make a dent in the course’s 
terrifying reputation. Eddie Stimp- 
son, the Harvard captain, created a 
new record for the remodeled layout 
with his 71 this morning. No doubt 
about this being a new mark. a 
matter of fact, it equaled the lowest 
figure ever made on the course, old 
or new. Back in 1913, Chick Evans, 
then in his hey-day, registered a 71 
in the qualifying round on the ama- 
teur championship. 


Tigers’ Victory Eclipsed. 
Gunn's medal victory and Stimp- 
son’s 71 were the big sensations of 
the final qualifying day, overshadow- 
ing Princeton's victory in the team 
championship and the outcome of 
the qualifying as well.

A HOME-KEEPING SENATOR. 


There was force as well as elo- 
quence in what Senator BorRAH had 
to say at Denver about some of the 
big domestic questions pressing in 
this country for an answer. Flood 
control; preventing waste of natural 
resources like oil; the creation and 
distribution of hydroelectric power— 
these and other matters are surely 
. enough to enlist the best brains 
among our public men. Senator 
BorRAH is not among those who love 
on every occasion to run to the Gov- 
ernment as an all-sufficient Earthly 
Providence. He frankly said at Den- 
ver: “I think the poorest business 
“man which this country has yet 
“ produced is the Government.” Yet 
he warns those in control of oil and 
coal and power that if they do not 
themselves work out sound and fair 
policies, the Government will have to 
intervene and will “go as far as is 
necessary.” 

This is commonly said. Probably 
it is widely believed. It has been 
laid down in terms similar to those 
of Senator BoRAH by more than one 
head or representative of a great 
corporation. That something will 
have to be done, at no matter what 
cost, to avoid in the future such dis- 
asters as this year’s Mississippi 
flood, and that our oil supplies must 
be conserved and wisely used, all 
who think about those subjects at all 
agree. Where agreement fails is 
precisely where Mr. BORAH himself 
fails, since he confesses that he 
doesn’t know exactly where to find 
the “true line of demarcation be- 
“tween business and Government, 
“individual responsibility and public 
“control.” There will be a lot of 
experimenting, much fumbling and 
many mistakes before we are able to 
locate that line. 

Senator BoRAH is much more con- 
fident that he is right when he talks 
about European problems. He still 
sees nearly everything dark across 
the Atlantic, and continues to be 
troubled by what he believes to be 
the militarism, imperialism and war- 
like spirit of the nations of Europe. 
This is one reason why he objects so 
strongly to remitting any part of the 
war debts. He also gives it as one 
ground of his dislike of the private 
loans to Europe by America which 
have grown to an amount—some 
$12,000,000,000 — which astonishes 
and troubles him. He is the more 
pained because he believes that there 
is “ honest work ” for every dollar of 
the great sum in the United States. 
He thinks that by its proper use for 
public purposes we should be able to 
build up here markets “ of far morc 
“value to the American farmer than 
“the fugitive markets which we are 
“hunting for abroad.” 

By such utterances Senator BoRAH 
gives the impression of struggling 
with economic forces which he does 
not fully understand, and which are 
too mighty for him or any other 
statesman single-handed. He is not 


ital abroad. Only a short time ago 
the head of a great bank in this city 
pointed out some of the dangers, or 
at least the dubious consequences, 
remotely involved. But what is to be 
done about it? The thing has come 
without any planning or plotting by 
international bankers or anybody 
else. However we account for it, 
this country has yearly a great 
surplus of new capital which has 
to seek investment. Senator Borau 
would have it all put into “honest 
work” in our own land. That can 
only mean that he would have it 
although we already turn out more 


than can be consumed here, and also 
added quantities of copper, more 
bales of cotton, other millions of 
bushels of wheat. 

Where are they to be sold? We 
are bound to seek foreign customers. 
The money which we lend to them, 
in so far as it increases their power 
to purchase our surplus production, 
is, in effect, an investment for 
American benefit. And if there did 
not exist, or could not be found, this 
outlet for American capital, if it 
were all jealously to be kept at 
home, as Senator BORAH seems to 
desire, we should have a damming 
up of credit here which might burst 
out as disastrously as the flooded

The navy would, 
of course, say that planes for over- 
seas work should be fitted with 
pontoons, even if speed were lost. 
Happily, the army men got through 
safely, proving that the service not 
only possesses some of the best 
pilots in the world but competent 
salt-water navigators. Nevertheless, 
the navy may be right in pre- 
ferring seaplanes in flights away 
from land bases. The army argu- 
ment is, of course, that risks have 
to be taken in war. It has now 
sunk battleships by bombing and 
shown the navy the way to Hawaii. 
This makes competition between the 
two services, and they thrive by it. 
The Army Air Corps seems to be 
capable of any venture however au- 
dacious, however difficult. It had 
to its credit the wonderful cruise 
around the world and the Pan- 
American flight. Now it has made 
a record for distance flown at sea— 
and by land planes, too! There can 
be no doubt that in war the army 
aviators would attempt anything 
and always distinguish themselves. 
Reinforced by the navy and the 
daring spirits of the Marine Corps, 
they could go anywhere. 


THE LEGION IN FRANCE. 


Rear Admiral PLUNKETT, returning 
from Paris, reports among American 
residents there concern how the 
members of the American Legion 
will behave in France next Septem- 
ber. They are anxious that nothing 
should occur to mar the splendid 
impression left behind by the A. E. 
F. Similar apprehensions are felt 
by some in this country. It will 
have been noted that Ambassador 
HERRICK has no such fear. It is a 
fair-sized American army that will 
descend upon Paris and the battle- 
fields. It will go in sixty ships. 
Hotel reservations in Paris have 
been made for more than 30,000 
Legionaires. It is inevitable that 
such a host of young men on holiday 
should give rise to “incidents.” 
Both French and American opinion 
will discount them in advance—up to 
a certain point. If the discipline of 
wartime, enforced by the omni- 
present M. P., will be absent next 
September, it is nevertheless fair to 
assume a sense of self-discipline in 
the visitors arising from the mere 
fact that they come as an organiza- 
tion with a representative charac- 
ter. And they average nearly ten 
years older than in 1917-18. 

It takes two to make friction. 
Beyond question, French temper on 
the tenth anniversary of the Marne 
will not be in the nervous condition 
of a year ago, when the franc was 
going to pieces and Frenchmen were 
poor and unhappy, and the sight of 
American collegians using the na- 
tional currency for waste paper 
got on native nerves. The normal 
Legionaire will have many fewer 
paper francs to throw away and the 
French public is far less susceptible 
to injury by thoughtless high spirits. 
But the chief guarantee against seri- 
ous misunderstanding is the very 
nature of the pilgrimage. After all, 
it is the commemoration of an anni- 
versary that cannot leave French- 
men cold, and of a historic partner- 
ship that in essence has remained 
real to both nations despite post-war 
irritations and let-downs. It should 
make a difference whether the 
young American who gets into 
trouble with a Paris policeman is 
a casual college boy or some one 
who fought in the Argonne. 

This is not to say that the organ- 
izers of the pilgrimage can afford to 
neglect precautions, lest an interna- 
tional memorial day turn to bad feel- 
ing. They will undoubtedly receive 
exhortations from the American 
press before sailing.

CONTROL OF OVERSEAS 
POSSESSIONS. 

In suggesting a centralized con- 
trol of American overseas posses- 
sions under one department of the 
Government, the President made it 
clear that he implied no criticism of 
the administration of the Philippines 
by the War Department, or of the 
Virgin Islands by the Navy Depart- 
ment. As General Woop pointed out 
in a recent magazine article, the 
army men who have served in 
various civilian capacities in the 
Philippine Islands deserve high 
praise for their loyal and efficient 
service. The same is true of the 
naval officers who have taken part 
in the government of Samoa, Guam 
and the Virgin Islands. 

Foremost among the arguments 
for placing the overseas possessions 
under a single administrative head, 
whether it be a board composed of 
representatives from different de- 
partments or a special bureau in the 
4 Department of the Interior or some 
‘other department, is the fact that 
the various Territories have prob- 
lems with many elements in com- 
mon. By dealing with them to- 
gether it should be possible to 
use advantageously the experience 
gained in the different units. It 
would also facilitate reduction in 
overhead expenses of administration 
by avoiding duplication. 

As for the Philippines, a moral 

gain might result from control un- 
der one of the civilian departments 
of the Government. One of the 
grievances of the Filipino agitators 
is that there has been too much 
of a “military atmosphere” in the 
government of the islands. Although 
this charge is unfounded, it has 
acquired apparent plausibility from 
the presence of army officers as 
aides to the Governor and from the 
fact that control of the islands is 
vested in the War Department. The 
agitators have used this to arouse 
opposition to the Governor’s policies 
by pretending that these are “ mili- 
taristic,” “ autocratic ” and “ oppres- 
sive.” They have remained silent 
about the fact that it is almost im- 
possible for the Governor General to 
obtain assistants except from the 
Department of War, and have failed 
to give the army officers the credit 
due them for their tireless devotion 
to the interests of the islands. 
If any reorganization is to be un- 
dertaken, it is desirable that Ameri- 
can administrators in the Philippines 
and elsewhere be furnished with ex- 
perts from the various departments. 
There are a number of army and 
navy officers who by training and 
personality are exceptionally well 
fitted to aid in such work. But prob- 
lems arise requiring experience and 
technical knowledge which is not the 
property of the average graduate 
of West Point or Annapolis. In the 
Philippines, questions of finance, 
business and law demand constant 
attention. It is only right that the 
Governor General should be able to 
turn to experts for advice. Transfer 
of control of the Philippines from 
the War Department to some other 
which failed to make easier the 
supplying of advisers such as are 
now necessary would be of little 
advantage. In fact, depriving the 
Insular Government of the service of 
men familiar through years of ex- 
perience with the problems of the 
islands might easily inure to its 
disadvantage. The centralization of 
control of the overseas posses- 
sions, to be of greatest value, must 
make possible greater efficiency 
of administration. 


NOW IT HAS BEEN TOLD. 

The Administration must bitterly 
regret its grievous sin in taking 
away from the Anti-Saloon League 
the power of appointment and con- 
trol in the Prohibition Bureau.

THE AMERICA AS A PIONEER. 


With the first promise of good 

flying weather Commander Byrp’s 
monoplane America took off at 
Roosevelt Field to make a flight 
solely in the interests of civil avia- 
tion. The preparations were credit- 
able to everybody connected with 
the undertaking. Elaborate tests 
were made to determine the sound- 
ness, speed and weight-carrying 
capacity of the Fokker plane. Its 
three motors were frequently in- 
spected. The policy of not entering 
into competition with similar proj- 
ects was steadily adhered to. Cap- 
tain LINDBERGH got away while me- 
chanics were still working on the 
America. CHAMBERLIN and LEVINE 
followed in a Bellanca plane. That 
their achievements aroused interest 
in aviation unprecedented in this 
country no one questions, but there 
was wanting in those daring adven- 
tures the study of meteorological 
conditions and problems of naviga- 
tion so essential to the success of a 
passenger transatlantic service. 
It had long been the purpose of 
Mr. RODMAN WANAMAKER to con- 
tribute something of value to over- 
seas aviation. Thirteen years ago 
he-had the first America built, but 
the war came to prevent a test of 
GLENN CURTISS’S flying boat. AN- 
THONY FOKKER designed the second 
America. When that powerful plane 
was on exhibition Commander Byrp 
made some remarks which are now 
of special interest. Speaking of the 
first America he said: 


It was the inspiration which I 
got from that venture that caused 
me to recommend early in 1919 
that the navy attempt a trans- 
atlantic flight. I am firmly con- 
vinced that in the near future 
great airlines will connect America 
and Europe. Mr. WaANAMAKER’sS 
dream will come true. It will be 
a great thing for progress, both 
commercially and spiritually. It 
will bring Europe not only closer 
to America in distance but closer 
in sympathy. 

Mr. WANAMAKER looks upon the 
second America as a pioneer. He 
believes that in the hands of a navi- 
gator like Commander Byrp the 
America will help to solve problems 
that stand in the way of overseas 
aviation. The ships of a regular 
passenger service would be much 
larger and more commodious. It 
would be necessary to operate them 
in all weathers as is the case with 
surface vessels. Unless pilots can 
take planes through fogs and 
storms or avoid them by changing 
to higher or lower altitudes, there 
can be no such service as Mr. 
WANAMAKER hopes to establish. The 
first voyage of the new America 
will be a test of her airworthiness. 
Other voyages will have to be made 
to measure the perplexities of the 
North Atlantic passage by way 
of Newfoundland. Much should be 
learned by Commander Byrgp. What 
he will make is a scientific study of 
the difficulties that will have to be 
overcome before a regular Atlantic 
service is assured. 


DAUGHTER HOME FROM SCHOOL. 

Parents and other relatives of the 
returning college girl are often puz- 
zled by the change wrought in her. 
In September she went away, a rec- 
ognizable and rather nice young per- 
son, but in June she returned, the 
subject of family debates whether 
the year at college had improved 
her. Not only her knowledge of aca- 
demic subjects should have been ex- 
tended. She should have learned a 
little more about how to live. Her 
outlook when she returns from the 
first or second year in college should 
be broader, richer, more perceptive 
than before she went away to school. 
Probably every one will agree on 
the large aims of higher education 
for girls. But how to attain them is 
a question that still brings the de- 
fenders and antagonists of co-educa- 
tion to arms. 

In the July Harper’s a new attack 
on theicollege for women has been

But she can’t do it. Her view is 
warped.

Unlike 
the co-ed, who has been dazzled by 
the brilliant work of a male class- 
mate, she is ignorant of man’s pow- 
erful brain. She has seen other girls 
do splendid work, and all her energy 
is poured into two channels: “her 
work and friendships with girls.” 

If it be true that the unmarried 
alumnae of women’s colleges are 
single because their education has 
made of them, willy nilly, misfits 
in life, then their academic experi- 
ence has done them more harm than 
good. Criticism of higher education 
for women has always made a point 
of the failure of so many gradu- 
ates to marry. The co-educational 
college has been and still is de- 
rided as a “matrimonial agency” 
rather than an institution of learn- 
ing. Between these two complaints, 


so violently opposed, it is easy to 


steer a reasonable course. Miss 
Yost thinks that the co-eds who do 
not marry are “the girls who pre- 
“ferred to remain single or who 
“were bound to be left over any- 
“how.” If the girls in a women’s 
college were literally as shut away 
from all masculine society as their 
critics think, they might develop a 
prejudice against men and mar- 
riage; but they have three months 
of freedom every year, and many 
social contacts during the school 
months. Those who do not marry, 
one imagines, are in Miss YostT’s 
unhappy category. But at all this 
Nature smiles. A rather ancient 
biological habit is still stronger 
than four years of any kind of 
education.

which will never be disturbed by 
menace of war. There is also in the 
greeting a public affection for the 
man himself, who has become so en- 
deared to the French people as to 
make him less an Ambassador than a 
friend. 

Like Menelaus, he will be remem- 
bered in two epics—the Iliad of the 
Great War and the Odyssey which 
tells of the great achievements in the 
following years, especially in the 
overcoming of distance by sea, air 
and land. His refusal to leave Paris 
when it was threatened by siege and 
capture, early in the war, has asso- 
ciated him with that epic of misery 
and valor. And now like Menelaus, 
who appears in the Odyssey only as 
the host of the young Telemachus, 
he has forever associated himself 
with the memorable flight of Captain 
LINDBERGH. 

So long as it is remembered, his 
own part as mentor will not be for- 
gotten. Of Ambassador Herrick not 
alone should young LinpsercH ‘‘be 
mindful all his days’’ as Telemachus 
of Menelaus, but all Americans as 
well. He has been the perfect host, 
as defined by that ancient hero of 
two epics—one who “lovingly en- 
treats the coming guest and speeds 
the parting.’’

The President suggestion to the 
and newspaper correspon- 
the News. dents that in covering 
the executive vacation 
they concentrate on one subject 
daily, preferably some feature of 
Black Hills scenery, is hardly likely 
to lead to any revolutionary change 
in Rapid City newsgathering. Scenery 
stands still, and nothing that stands 
still is news. The only mountains 
that have news value are volcanoes, 
and there are none near the Presi- 
dent’s camp. Other mountains be- 
come news only when MoHAMMED 
goes to them. 

One of the shortcomings of the or- 
dinary run of White House press 
conferences is their diffuseness. A 
score of questions are asked and 
answered. Sometimes weighty ques- 
tions are ignored, for reasons of 
policy, and often trivial ones are an- 
swered conscientiously. 

This puts a premium on item-chas- 
ing and discourages interpretation of 
significant developments. The Presi- 
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Yorkers—that taxi drivers are not 
alone in threatening the lives of 
pedestrians. 

The horse, to be sure, probably is 
not inspired by the joyful malicious 
ness that seems to actuate too many 
automobile drivers when they see 
pedestrians in their path. At heart 
Dobbin is a friendly creature, but in 
his hoofs lies injury to the unwary. 

If the city fathers will search the 
files of New York newspapers in the 
first days of the Republic, they will 
find numerous complaints from read- 
ers about the dangers to pedestrians 
from the excessive speed of trucks 
and other horse-drawn vehicles. It 
appears that our ancestors were par- 
ticularly alarmed about crossing the 
street at a corner. Horses sometimes 
approached at as fast a pace as eight 
miles an hour. Under the circum- 
stances, what chances had a poor 
pedestrian? 

Today, even though he has in- 
herited the old Knickerbockers’ re- 
action to the menace of horse-drawn 
traffic, the walker cannot repress the 
instinctive feeling that horses are to 
be ignored. In due time he will come 
to realize that it is safer to dispute 
the road with an automobile than 
with a horse. Dobbin’s brakes are 
not so good as those of a motor, nor 
does his steering gear respond so 
quickly.

American accent. Cast 
as an American, he found that his 
United States inflection did not ring 
true. So he bought phonograph rec- 
ords of speeches by Presidents Wu- 
SON and Tart and studied up their ac- 
cent so carefully that now he speaks 
English exactly like a Yankee—or so 
his English audiences agree. 

The reason for his selection of a 
model is not apparent, unless these 
records happened to be the nearest 
to hand. If he were set on pattern- 
ing his speech on that of an Ameri- 
can President, he might have gone 
not so far and done better in achiev- 
ing an accent approaching the pop- 
ular British notion of the Yankee 
twang. 

After all, why should English audi- 
ences demand American speech in a 
play featuring American characters? 
Julius Caesar is never presented by 
actors speaking with an Italian ac- 
cent, nor was Chu Chin Chow done 
in pidgin-English. If Hamlet played 
in modern clothes still holds its 
savor, it would seem safe to trust 
an American play to English actors 
who keep their everyday accents. 

It is when characters of different 
nationality figure in the same play 
that people feel the need for differ- 
entiation in speech. But when the 
hero in a romantic piece announces 
that he is a Frenchman, though he 
fights on the side of the Riffs, it is 
a bit of a jolt for his American audi- 
ence to find him the only one in the 
cast possessed of a British accent.

Constitution Prevents Usurpation of 
Governmental Functions. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have long been an open advocate 
of Governor Smith for President, and 
in this Free State of Ritchie that is 
a serious crime. More, I have con- 
tended that the grandstand candi- 
dacy of Ritchie is a practical aid to 
the open opponents of Governor 
Smith and that those opponents are 
less deserving of criticism than the 
Ritchie boosters. 

It is my idea that a great mistake 
is made by the attitude toward a 
large portion of those who openly 
oppose Governor Smith. I do not 
think that they oppose Smith simply 
because he is a Catholic. I think that 
after Smith’s Atlantic Monthly letter, 
most people believe Smith is fully 
convinced that the Catholic Church 
does not aim to get control of the 
United States Government, and that 
if he became President he would be 
confident no such thing would re- 
sult. 

But that is not the whole case. The 
same people may honestly believe 
that no matter what Smith’s attitude 
may be, it is not sufficient to prove 
that the Catholic Church itself may 
not have such aim and would not en- 
deavor to accomplish it if Smith be- 
came President. That is really the 
important feature of the whole prop- 
osition. 

Now, instead of meeting such oppo- 
sition by hurling un-American names 
at it, is there not at hand a means 
of completely disposing of it in a 
friendly and beneficial manner? 

The United States has a constitu- 
tional form of Government, with 
three distinct branches, the Execu- 
tive, the Legislature and the Judicial. 
The duties and powers of the Presi- 
dent are plainly defined, and both 
the Congress and the Supreme Court 
could halt the slightest move of any 
church to obtain control of the Gov- 
ernment. through the President. 

Without enlarging upon that fact, 
what difference could it make if any 
church wanted to get control? None 
of them, Catholic or Protestant, can 
do it, and the fact is, that the Catho- 
lic Church knows it, Governor Smith 
and the Catholics know it, and such 
knowledge that their church cannot 
get control of the Government, ought 
to be proof enough to every one else 
that no such foolish aim is cherished 
or would be attempted. 

Would it not be better to give wide- 
spread publicity to that phase of the 
matter, and trust to the fairness of 
those opposing Smith because he is a 
Catholic to give it proper value? A 
man who has proved his lbyalty, in- 
tegrity and ability as completely as 
Governor Smith has ought to be able 
to rely upon their dealing fairly by 
him, and not misjudging and oppos- 
ing him wholly through error.

LONDON, June 29.—Tens of thou- 
sands of people at Giggleswick, in 
the totality area of the sun’s eclipse 
this morning, stood awed to silence 
by a spectacle such as England has 
not seen for more than a century, 
and which she cannot see again until 
1999. 

While the phenomenon was ob- 
secured by rain, mists and clouds in 
most parts of the country, Giggles- 
wick, where Sir Frank Dyson, As 
tronomer Royal, was stationed with 
the Royal Observatory expedition, 
enjoyed a perfect view of the whole 
period of totality. 

It was rare good fortune, for us to 
three minutes before the eclipse be- 

, the sky there, too, was obscured 

y clouds. They returned almost as 
goon as it was over and rain fell. But 
at the critical hour they parted and 
the phenomenon was seen as in a 
smoky frame. 

Sir Frank is enthusiastic over the 
results of the photographs that the 

rty took. He said that the eclipse 
fasted exactly twenty-three seconds, 
as had been calculated, but he be- 
lieves that it was three seconds later 
in arriving than had been estimated. 

‘‘We have had extraordinary luck,”’ 
the astronomer said. ‘I am sorry to 
hear that nothing was seen elsewhere 
of much account. But the — 
here equaled any I have seen. y 
assistants tell me the photographs 
@re excellent and that the corona 
came out well. It will be of great 
scientific value. 


“Science Was Well Served.” 


*‘We didn’t take temperature read- 
ings but I am told the thermometer 
fell 10 degrees during the period of 
darkness. The earth did not become 
as dark as in longer eclipses, for in- 
stance the one I saw in Sumatra in 
1901, which lasted six and a half 
minutes. 

“T believe science was well served 
today and I am ——- forward to 
the eclipse in Siam in 1929, whither 
we send an expedition.’’ 

The scene during the eclipse. at 
Giggleswick was weird and inspir- 
ine.

PARIS, June 29.—Telescopes, field 
and opera glasses and other instru- 
ments which Parisians prepared in 


order to be able better to observe the 
eclipse of the sun this morning, un- 
fortunately all proved useless. The 
rare phenomenon was completely 
hidden by an impenetrable wall of 
thick clouds which covered the whole 
sky over Paris. 

All that was noticeable was the fact 
that it was an unusually dark morn- 
ing, but nobody was able to tell 
whether this was due to clouds or to 
the almost total eclipse of the sun 
proceeding in the heavens behind 
them. 

Expert astronomers in the Paris 
observatories fared no better than 
laymen, all their powerful and intri- 
cate instruments being of no avail 
against the unfavorable meteorologi- 
cal conditions. Thirty kilometers 
south of Paris, however, at the 
Juvisy Observatory, scientists had 
better luck in obtaining good obser- 
vations. 

Parisians in large numbers flocked 
to the open spaces and the high 
points of the city, notably to Mont- 
martre, Butte, conveniently situated 
for those preferring to remain up all 
night instead of rising early. The 
only thing they saw were slight 
changes in the strength of the light. 
At 4:21 the luminosity commenced 
to wane, the minimum being ob- 
tained at 5:20. About 5:50 the light 
again grew stronger. 

While human watchers did not 
seem very sure concerning the prog- 
ress of the various phases of the 
phenomenon, animals appeared 
greatly impressed and anxious. Birds 
were making their usual early morn- 
ing music when the eclipse com- 
menced. The moment the light began 
to wane all ceased, the songsters re- 
maining absolutely silent until 5:25. 
Then, despite the fact that at this 
was the very time when the darkness 
was the greatest, they again burst 
into song. Sure instinct had told 
them that the turning point was then 
reached and that the light was about 
to begin to come back.

FINANCIER’S DEATH 
HITS LONDON STOCKS 


British-Controlled Oil Shares 
Slump When James White 
Is Found Dead in Bed. 


DRUG OVERDOSE THE CAUSE 


Beginning as Bricklayer, White Was 
Bold Speculator—Promoted 
Fights, Ran Theatres.

LONDON, June 29.—James White, 
well known theatre proprietor, race- 
horse owner and boxing promoter, 
was found dead in bed this morning 
at his country house. A bottle con- 
taining a sleeping draught was in the 
bedroom and it is believed death 
was due to an overdose of this. The 
inquest will be held tomorrow. 

Mr. White’s death had a marked 
effect on the Stock Exchange, the 
outstanding event being a heavy fall 
of British-controlled oil shares in 
which he was largely interested. 
Preferred shares which at one time 
last year were quoted at 380 shillings 
closed at 9 shillings today. Mr. White 
had many interests in speculative en- 
terprises and these markets are ex- 

ected to remain subdued until more 
s known about his commitments, 

Mr. White, who was 49 years old, 
began as a bricklayer and afterward 
became a builder. When he had 
made money he startled the finan- 
cial world by his bold speculations. 
He had a passion for deals on a 
urge scale, with their corresponding 
risks. 

After Jack Johnson defeated Jef- 
fries at Reno in 1910 White ar- 
ranged a match in London between 
the negro and Bombardier Wells for 
$40,000, but there was a general u 
roar against the fight, which had 
be canceled. 

White was Chairman and ——2 
director of the Beecham trust an 
was a director of the Dunlop Rubber 
Company at the time of its dis- 
astrous losses. During the war 
White busied himself organizing en- 
tertainments for the American forces 
passing through London and at vari- 
ous camps in this country. 

It is stated that White had recently 
been speculating heavily in shares of 
the British-controlled oil fields and 
had staked nearly everything on a 
rapid rise which would enable him 
to make a quick fortune and recover 
from heavy losses on other recent in- 
vestments. It is further reported he 
was called on yesterday afternoon to 
pay for more than a million five- 
dollar shares in a company which his 
brokers refused to carry over any 
longer. Most of these shares were 
thrown on the market today.

No Anti-Semitism, He Tells 
Walker, but Admits Influence

Dr. Mortimer D. Jones, Superin- 
tendent of Kings County Hospital, 
denied yesterday that religious preju- 
dice was rife at the city-operated in- 
stitution in Brooklyn, but admitted 
that influence had won interneships 
for well connected applicants. 

He vouchsafed the information that 
he had voted to retain a method 
whereby the religion of prospective 
internes could be determined in ad- 
vance of their appointment, and he 
also conceded that the hospital's 
staff of nurses was inadequate. 


The physician, who has been in the 
city’s service for 21 years, was the 
first witness called when Mayor 
Walker began his personal investi 
tion into charges that anti-Jewish 
bias had crept into the administra- 
tion of the twenty-five institutions di- 
rected nz See municipality. Approxi- 
mately persons were in the Boar 
of. Estimate room in the City Hall 
when the hearing was opened. 

Dr. Jones was examined by the 
Mayor for nearly two hours. The 
Rev. Dr. Louis Gross, rabbi of Union 
Temple in Brooklyn, the only other 
witness of the session, testified 
briefly and will be heard in detail to- 
morrow at2 P.M. Dr. Gross headed 
a rabbinical committee which investi- 

e anti-Semitism after 
three Jewish internes at Kings 
County Hospital, Drs. Hyman U. Sol- 
ovay, Louis Borow and Edward 
Katskee, had attributed their severe 
hazing, a week ago last Monday, 
feeling against their faith. 


Wanted “God-Fearing Men.” 


Many points were developed by the 
Mayor in his questioning of Dr. 
Jones. For instance it was indicated 
that the only reason for ascertaining 


internes’ religion affiliations was so 
that patients in extremis Lm re have 
the consolation of “ -fearing 
men.’’ 

It was also brought out that in- 
ternes seeking a berth in Kings Coun- 
ty had to measure up to a standard 
of masculine good looks. This came 
out when it was established that ap- 

licants had to submit photographs of 

emselves. Dr. Jones explained that 
a physician with a scar on his face 
might be less pleasing to the eyes 
of the sick. The Mayor asked with 
some sharpness whether a scarred 
veteran of the war would be barred. 
The Superintendent pointed out that 
veterans of the war probably would 
be of an age which precluded their 
desiring interneships. 

Several times the questions of 
Mayor Walker veered in the direction 
of Bird S. Coler, who, as Commis- 
sioner of Public Welfare, adminis- 
ters Kings County Hospital. Dr. 
Jones disclosed that Mr. Coler had 
suggested several yearsago the elimi- 
nation of the religious questionaire 
on the ground that it might be ‘‘mis- 
understood.’’ On the other hand, an 
aide of the Commissioner, Dr. Walter 
Conley, General Medical Superinten- 
dent, was pictured as having failed 
to report to the Mayor the need of 
additional nurses.

What is the American home really 
like today? Is it true that ‘‘every- 
body has an automobile?”

Investigators called at thousands of 
homes and obtained 11,232 interviews 
in thirty-seven cities and towns from 
Bangor, Me., to San Bernardino, Cal. 
It is the belief of the investigators 
that the interviews draw a fair cross- 
section of the composite market rep- 
resented by this group of cities and, 
therefore, of the country as a whole. 

The conclusion was reached that 
the average American community 
was one having a population of about 
25,000. It was develo the sur- 
vey that 26.9 per cent. of the homes 
in the thi se cities were valued 
at from $4, ,000, and 24.6 per 
cent. of the Ad. were worth from 
$6,500 to $8,000. Of the former class, 
Dy 4 r cent. had telephones, and of 

tter, 79.5 per cent. Only 5.2 
—* cent. of the homes were valued 
at $20,000 or more. All of the latter 
had a telephone.

Less than 3 per cent. of the fami- 
lies in Zanesville were found to have 
servants, and in the other cities vis- 
ited it was found that 89 per cent.

‘“‘The average size of the family is 
usually overestimated,’’ the survey 
says. ‘‘Somehow the idea has gained 
currency that the average household 
contains father, mother and three 
children. Changing conditions of 
American life have been reducing 
the size of the family, particularly 
in the middle and upper strata of the 
population.”’

PORCED DOWN IN FOG 


Bad Weather in Berkshires 
Causes Delays in Jump From 
Schenectady to Boston. 


ELEVEN ARRIVE ON TIME 


All Starters, However, Are Still in 
the Race Around Country for 
Edsel Ford Trophy. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

BOSTON, Mass, June 29.—Eleven 
of the sixteen airplanes of the na- 
tional air tour landed at the airport 
in East Boston this afternoon after 
a thrilling and hazardous flight from 
Schenectady. The others. were 
forced down along the route by fog 
and rain, which made visibility ex- 
tremely poor. One Janded in Gard- 
ner, another in Athol, one in West- 
minster, one in Worcester and one 
in Ludlow. 
It was the worst day the fliers had 
experienced since they took off from 
Detroit on Monday for a 4,000-mile 
tour, and put the planes to a severe 
test. In keeping with the aim of the 


tour, to prove that passenger and 
freight car airplanes can keep 
to a schedule, the airmen hopped off 
from Schenectady in the face of dis- 
couraging conditions, which gradual- 
ly w worse. 

All those forced down made per- 
fect landings under difficult condi- 
tions and went down only when it 
became impossible to see in any di- 
rection. The ceiling of the air today 
was less than 500 feet, which means 
that a plane flying higher than that 
could not see the ground. 


Boston Enthusiastic. 


However, in spite of the conditions, 
the majority of the plaues landed at 
East Boston close to schedule and 


helped make Boston’s greatest avia- 
tion day complete. With Boston men 
flying the Pacific and the . Atlantic 
and elever. planes landing here, avia- 
tion received a tremendour impetus 
and an unexpected large crowd 
waited hours at the field to greet the 
air tour fliers. 

Every one of the —— and pas- 
sengers, on landing, told of the dif- 
ficult flying conditions encountered 
throughout the trip, especially over 
the Berkshires, where dark clumps 
of fog obscured the view. The all- 
metal monoplane, carrying nine per- 
sons, cracked a cylinder over the 
hills and finished the run to Boston 
on two engines. 

The Hamilton all-metal monoplane,

United States, France and Canada— 
foregathered last night on the Ile de 
France, newest liner of the French 
gine, at the pier in the North River 
at Fifteenth Street. They listened 
to speeches by the President of the 
French Line, Jean Dal Piaz; by 
Governor Alfred E. Smith and 
Mayor James J. Walker; by Comte 
de Sartiges.

‘Unfortunately, the great war, 
which should have brought people 
together, has left them more isolated 
than ever,’’ said M. Dal Piaz. ‘‘Each 
nation raises tariff barriers which 
bring forth retaliation, and it seems 
that we are still far from the general 
understanding between the people of 
the earth, which goal is to reach for 
the common good.” 

M. Dal Piaz paid tribute to Colonel 
Lindbergh and to Ambassador Her- 
rick. Of the Ile de France, he said: 

“This ship must be a new tie be- 
tween our two countries. We have 
put all our heart in her planning, in 
her building and decoration. She is 
the biggest of our fleet, which has 
now over a hundred ships aggregat- 
ing 600,000 tons, one of the biggest 
in the world. The Ile de France is 
also the largest French ship.’’ 

Both Governor Smith and Mayor 
Walker were applauded when A. P. 
de Malglaive, general manager of 
the French Line, who acted as toast- 
master, introduced them to the 500 
diners. Mayor Walker alluded to a 
certain joy to the palate which “a 
recent amendment to our glorious 
Constitution has made impossible”’ to 

rocure legally in New York City. 
Ee said the twenty-nine foot bar and 
the model of a Parisian sidewalk 
café aboard the Ile de France were 
incentives to travel to a country 
‘“‘where the constitutions are more 
anemic than here.’’ The Mayor said 
he was happy the Ile de France had 
brought Ambassador Myron Herrick 
to New York. 

Governor Smith said that the re- 
production of the Half Moon, the 
ship used by Henrik Hudson in the 
first English voyage to Manhattan 
Island, which he had seen at Bear 
Mountain, when compared with the 
Ile de France, gave an adequate 
measure of the material progress 
since the settling of America.

NEGRO PUPILS WIN 
TOMS RIVER FIGHT 


Commissioners Order Board to 
Reinstate Children in School 
Which Banned Them. 


CASE STILL BEFORE COURT 


New Jersey State Official Forbids 
Classification on the Basis of 
Nationality or Color. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 29.—Classi- 
fication of pupils by groups must be 
on grounds other than religion, na- 
tionality or color, Dr. John Logan, 
State Commissioner of Education, 
ruled today in ordering reinstate- 
ment in the school at Toms River 
of negro children who had been put 
in a special class at South Toms 
River. Negro residents of Berkeley 
and Dover Townships, Ocean County, 
had protested against the segregation 
of their children. 

So intense was the feeling aroused 
by the action of the county school 
authorities that the case was carried 
to the Supreme Court, and was 
brought to the attention of the Legis- 
lature by Senator Alexander Simpson 
of Hudson, who submitted a bill pro- 
hibiting such segregation. The mea- 
sure died in committee and the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court had not 
yet been handed down. 

A few days ago a demurrer, filed 
to upset the court petition, was dis- 
missed as being without merit and 
the school Suthorities were told to 

resent such defense as they had, not 
ater than July 1. 

—6 their action in the pro- 
ceedings before Dr. Logan, the 
school authorities argued that the ex- 
clusion of ‘gee rom the Toms 
River school was because all were 
from 1 to 3 years below normal and 
so unruly .and insubordinate as to 
constitute at menace to discipline. 

The parents of the children at- 
tacked that’ contention and declared 
that the building to which the negro 
pupils were sent was inadequate and 
dangerous to their health. Dr. Logan 
did not agree that the building was 
in any way improper. He said that 
its facilities were better than in some 
of the other schools. Ruling on the 
exclusion Dr. Logan said: 

‘In the Commissioners opinion the 
exclusion from a certain school and 
segregation in a school by them- 
selves under a colored teacher, of 
all those tuition pupils in a certain 
district who are colored, together 
with a number of colored pupils from 
another district, inevitably raises the 
ggg ape that color is the pecu- 
iar characteristic constituting the 
basis of exclusion. Such presump- 
tion is not rebutted by proof on the 
part of the school board of certain 
mental or temperamental character- 
istics of the colored pupils, unless 
it is also proved that such character- 
istics are peculiar to such colored 
pupils and in no way shared by the 
white children who are left.’

TOMS RIVER, N. J., June 29.— 
The order of the Commissioner of 
Education to the Dover Township 
Board of Education to reinstate the 
thirty negro children alleged to have 
been segregated on account of color 
has created no stir in this locality. 
The order says that the Dover board 
‘“‘shall reinstate the colored children 
in the Dover Township schools until 
such time as the contract between 
the Dover board and the Berkeley 
board terminates.’’ 

As the contract terminated on 
June 1 the Dover board is experienc- 
ing no concern over the matter. The 
contract probably will not be re- 
newed for next year for either whites 
or negroes with Berkeley Township.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Confused Movement of Stocks, 
Declines Predominate—Call 
Money Easier at 41%. 


The Stock Exchange money rate, 
having reached 5 per cent. on Tues- 
day, fell back yesterday to 4%, but 
with no perceptible effect on the 
stock market, which as a whole 
failed to carry further the previous 
day’s partial recovery and closed 
generally lower. It was the inrush of 
out-of-town bank money which put 
down the rate; apparently the 5 per 
cent. return is attractive for institu- 
tions whose commercial loans are re- 
duced by the approach of midsummer 
inactivity. The Stock Exchange may 
still have to pay higher over the set- 
tlement period; but even so, the ad- 
vance is likely to be temporary. The 
halt in the stock market’s own ad- 
vance is unquestionably one reason 
for the absence of continuous tight- 
ening of money. 

There were numerous advances 
yesterday on the Stock Exchange, 
but most of them occurred in the less 
important shares. The declines were 
led by Baldwin Locomotive, which at 
one time had fallen 6% points. But 
the day’s changes were irregular, in 
the downward direction as in the up- 
ward, and there was no important 
shift of average values. Perhaps the 
speculative mood of the moment was 
best illustrated by the immediate de- 
cline in New York Central, on 
the news of the company’s offer of 


) its $38,300,000 new stock issue to 


Bhareholders at a price substantially 
below the market’s existing quota- 
tion. The Stock Exchange appeared 
to infer that the rise of nearly 100 
points from the stock’s low price of 
1926 had fairly ‘‘discounted’’ the 
news. Yet even so, it had risen less 
than the so-called leader of the re- 
cent speculation, Baldwin Locomo- 
tive stock, and certainly had some- 
thing more tangible ‘> discount. 
Transactions on the Stock Exchange 
were as small in the aggregate as 
those of the day before; they were on 
the scale of the markets of two years 
ago. 

A situation in the steel industry is 
pictured by the mid-week trade re- 
views which is perhaps in line with 
normal midsummer influences but 
which nevertheless presents consid- 
erable contrast with the season’s 
movement during the last few years. 
Ever since 1923, in which year pro- 
gressive reaction occurred in steel 
production between April and the 
end of December, the Summer 
months have been marked by reason- 
ably rapid revival in the trade’s ac- 
tivities. In 1924 the output rose from 
1,877,000 tons in July to 3,827,000 in 
September; in 1925, from 3,084,000 
to 3,489,000; in 1926, from July’s 
3,635,000 to nearly 4,000,000 even in 
August. The trade does not seem to 
look for similar results this year. The 
Iron Age predicts positively a Sum- 
mer season in which, during the next 
two months, ‘‘only the barest needs 
will be covered’’ and in which ‘‘the 
swing of production may be carried 
further downward.” 

Apparently this means that the 
large industries on whose orders the 
steel trade relies for the bulk of its 
ordinary trade are stilk moving less 
aggressively than a year ago. Prob- 
ably, also, the ‘‘miscellaneous orders’”’ 
which lately made up the decrease 
from 1926 in motor car, railway and 
building construction activities have 
slackened with the approach of Sum- 
mer. Prices naturally reflect this re- 
laxation. The Iron Age reports a 
‘‘composite price’’ for iron which is 
now, except for eight or ten months 
in 1921 and early in 1922, at the 
lowest since the Autumn of 1916. 
Distribution of goods by railway is 
naturally watched with great interest 
under existing circumstances, but no 
fresh information is obtainable from 
yesterday’s car-loading report for 
week before last. It shows another 
decrease from 1926, the sixth since 
the early part of May. But the total 
decrease of 20,292 cars was mostly 
accounted for by the 18,797 reduction 
in coal shipments and the rest would 
easily be explainable by the still dis- 
ordered trade of the Mississippi 
Valley. Furthermore, notwithstand- 
ing the poor comparison with last 
year, the week shows increase of 
31,768 cars over 1925 and has never 
been matched in any prior year. This 
means that, whatever may be said of 
the stock market’s recent ‘‘discount- 
ing’’ proclivities, consumption of 
goods is proceeding at a pace which 
would have been described as in- 
credible a very few years ago.

*,* 
Money Market and Stock Market. 


Wall Street was inclined to lay 
most stress on the relaxation of the 
call money rate as an influence. Ef- 
forts were made in the morning to 
turn the list downward, but without 
any very marked success, and the 
selling movement subsided entirely 
when the call rate was dropped from 
5 to 4% per cent. It was recalled that 
the restrictions on credit incident to 
the July 1 disbursements last year 
were not lifted until after the end of 
June, so that speculative Wall Street 
quickly placed a favorable interpreta- 
tion on the improvement in the 
money market yesterday. The con- 


clusion was drawn that credit condi- 
tions were sound, notwithstanding 
the recent speculative excesses in the 


stock market. 


New York Central’s New Stock. 


Although New York Central stock 
declined on the offer of its new 
shares to its own stockholders at 
the par of $100, the incident was 
commented on as another example 
of the excellent condition of the 
investment market, especially as 
this is the sixth railroad _ to 
make its financial arrangements 
through stock offering. It will not 
surprise Wall Street if one or two 
other roads should follow the same 
course in the next month or so. Cen- 
tral stock was rather irregular and 
lower .following this announcement, 
selling down from 150% to 148%. Its 
loss for the day, however, was only 


fractional. It was calculated that the 
rights to subscribe to the new shares 
will have a market value of about 
$4.55 each. 


*,* 
Stock Market’s Power of Resistance. 


The outstanding characteristic of 
the stock market at the present time, 
in the opinion of many Wall Street 
observers who follow it closely, is 
still the fact that stocks are able to 
“come back” in a brief time after 
they have been sold down. There 
was some demonstration of this tend- 
ency in yesterday’s trading, many of 
the leading issues snapping back 
quickly after having lost consider- 
able ground in the morning drive 
against them. Baldwin was about 
the heaviest sufferer in this hour or 
so of reaction, and it was not until 
the decline in Baldwin stopped that 
the market suddenly veered about 
and began to climb once more. This 
particular stock was able to rally 


from 219% to 224%. This was about 
the most extensive rally on the list, 
but many other prominent issues 
showed rather stubborn resistance to 
the liquidation which developed. 


Stock Financing for Railways. 


The vicissitudes of the railroads 
since the end of the period of Fed- 
eral control have been so numerous 
and so complex that the successful 
offering to shareholders of new Bal- 
timore & Ohio stock recently was 
seized upon by bankers in the finan- 


cial district as signalizing the advent 
of a new era in railroad development. 
Two factors were held to be mainly 
responsible for this; one the con-

The Drop in Call Money. 


With the relaxation in the call 
money rate yesterday from 5 to 4% 
per cent. the law of supply and de- 
mand seemed to be demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of all except those 
who wished to lend at 5. The re 
newal rate at 5 per cent. caused a 
rush of outside funds to this market, 
and in fact the outside market for 


money weakened perceptibly before 
official cognizance was en on the 
Stock Exchange of the fact that 
money was plentiful. The supply on 
hand came — from out-of-town 
points. The decline had not been 
generally expected for yesterday and 
took most of the market by surprise. 


As to Reducing Brokers’ Loans. 


Leading commission houses, it be- 
came known yesterday, have been 
making a determined effort to re- 
duce the amount of outstanding 
brokerage loans. The first result 
was shown in Monday’s Federal Re- 
serve Board statement, and it was 
predicted yesterday that the Stock 
Exchange compilation, to be released 


after the first of the month, would 
also reflect the brokerage houses’ in- 
terest in the matter. Some firms, it 
was reported yesterday, have been 
able to reduce their borrowings as 
much as 30 per cent. in the Jast two 


or three weeks. 


The Conference of Central Banks. 


The arrival of the first of the three 
chiefs of European central banks 
caused conjecture in Wall Street yes- 
terday as to what phase of the inter- 
national money situation will princi- 
pally occupy their conference with 
the New York Reserve Bank. Gen- 
eral opinion was that the disposition 
of the French bank’s enormous hold- 
ings of bills of exchange would be 
the principal topic. Financial people 
returning from London have agreed 
that the feeling in that market is of 
an extremely apprehensive _ sort, 
based on knowledge of the power 
possessed by the Bank of France, 
through its holdings of sterling bills, 
to draw out and transfer exception- 
ally large amounts of gold either 
from the London market or the 
Bank of England. It was hoped in 
banking circles that some kind of 
uniform policy can be agreed on to 
meet this singular situation. The 


idea also prevailed that the question 
of German transfers of gold might 
be considered at this conference. The 
Reichsbank has been losing its 
hoard of foreign exchange bills even 
since the advance of its discount 
rate, and at a certain point export 
of gold from Berlin would possibly 
grow large again if the existing sit- 
uation were to continue,

LESS BUYING BY RAILROADS 


Profit Cut by Keen Competition— 
Woodin Sees Future for Motor- 
Driven Rall Car. 


The annual report of the American 
Car and Foundry Company for the 
year ended on April 30, 1927, shows 
that net earnings available for divi- 
dends were $4,593,377, against $6,102,- 
898 in the previous fiscal year. This 
is equivalent after preferred divi- 
dends to $4.15 a share earned on the 
common stock, against $6.67 in the 
previous year.

M. Rist, who 
arrived Tuesday on the liner Ile de 
France, accompanied by M. Ricard, 
an official of the French bank, was 
entertained by leading Wall Street 
bankers yesterday. 

Secretary Mellon is scheduled to 
sail Saturday on the Leviathan and 
will not be able to attend the confer- 
ence, although he may confer with 
M. Rist and with members of the 
British and German delegations if 
they should arrive before he sails.

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FEDERAL RULES HIT 
BLUE-SKY DEALINGS 


Controller of the Currency 
Defines Securities National 
Banks May Handle. 


CONSTRUES McFADDEN LAW 


Regulations Are Viewed as 
Standard That Will Have 
Far-Reaching Effect. 


Speciai to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—What 
amounts to blue-sky regulations de- 
fining investment securities which 
national banks may buy and sell un- 
der the terms of the McFadden 
Banking law were made public today 
by J. W. McIntosh, Controller of the 
Currency, and will become effective 
tomorrow. 

The rules were prepared after a 
series of conferences with officials 


of the Federal Reserve banks and 
are considered of great importance, 
as they set a standard which ma 
have a considerable effect on deal- 
ings in such securities by many in- 
stitutions. 

The Controller explains that the 
business of buying and selling invest- 
ment securities by national banks is 
governed by Section 5136 of the re- 
vised statutes. This section gives 
broad powers to the Controller. Mr. 
McIntosh, after quoting the law on 
the question, gives his definition of 
important classifications and terms 
pertaining to investment securities. 


The Federal Law as Amended. 


Section 5136 as amended by the 
McFadden act is as follows: 


*‘Provided, that the business of 
buying and selling investment securi- 
ties shall hereafter be limited to buy- 
ing and selling without recourse to 
marketable obligations evidencing 
indebtedness of any person, copart- 
nership, association or corporation, 
in the form of bonds, notes or deben- 
tures, commonly known as invest- 
ment securities under such further 
definition of the term ‘investment 
securities’ as may by regulation be 
prescribed by the Controller of the 
Currency, and the total amount of 
such investment securities of an 
one obligator or maker held by suc 
association shall at no time exceed 
25 percentum of the amount of the 
capital stock of such association ac- 
tually paid in and.unimpaired and 
25 percentum of its unimpaired sur- 
plus fund, but this limitation as to 
total amount shall not apply to obli- 
gations of the United States or gen- 
eral obligations of any State or of 
any political subdivision thereof, or 
obligations issued under authority of 
the Federal Farm Loan act.’’ 


Definitions by Controller. 


The regulations then define the po- 
sition of the Controller, as follows: 


“An obligation of indebtedness 
which may be bought and sold by 
national banks, in order to come 
within the classification of ‘invest- 
ment securities’ within the meaning 
of the proviso of Section 5,136 above 
quoted must be a marketable se- 
curity as designated by the express 
language of said proviso. Under or- 
dinary circumstances, the term ‘mar- 
ketable’ means that the security in 
question has such a market as to 
render sales at intrinsic values 
readily possible. 

“In classifying a given security as 
marketable, the Controller of the 
Currency may in specific cases give 
consideration to various facts and 
circumstances, but he will require in 
all cases the following: 

‘‘(a) That.the issue be of a suf- 
ficiently large total to make market- 
ability possible; 

“(by Such a public distribution of 
the security must have been provided 
for or made in a manner to protect 
or insure the marketability of the 
issue. 

**(c) That the trust agreement un- 
der which the security is issued pro- 
vides for a trustee independent of 
the obliger and in the case of securi- 
ties issued under a trust agreement 
executed and delivered after sixty 
days from the date of the promulga- 
tion of these regulations such a 
trustee must be a bank or trust com- 


pany. 

“This series of regulations may be 
modified, amended or withdrawn at 
any time by the Controller of the 
Currency.”’

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MEMBERS SUE AGAIN 
OVER CONSOLIDATED 


Twenty-Four Ask Injunction to 
Conserve Exchange’s Assets 
for Distribution. 








Differences between factions of the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange, which 
has been closed since last Spring, 
were taken into court again yester- 
day, when Siegfried Frohlich and 
twenty-three other members asked 
for an injunction restraining Valen- 
tine Mott as President and Bernard 
Sachs and Robert W. Moore as other 
members of a liquidation committee 
from disposing of or transferring any 
of the property. of the Exchange. 
Justice Ingraham will hear the case 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Frohlich, stating that he wasr 
a member of the Board of Governors, 
said that in March, 1926, after the 
Attorney General had sued to close 
the Exchange, it was decided to sell 
the building. The Exchange realized 
$720,000 from the assets of the com- 
pany owning the building, he said, 
and a part of this sum was dis- 
tributed and part held as a reserve 
for contingent claims. 

The plaintiffs allege that a balance 
of about $159,000 remains, and that 
Mr. Mott has refused to permit cer- 
tain members who resigned from the 
Exchange to share in this fund. They 
say $8, has been charged to legal 
and similar expensés, and that these 
are exorbitant. - 

Mr. Mott succeeded Philip Evans 
as President of the Consolidated sev- 
eral weeks ago. .He-has been iden- 
tified with the faction which sought 
unsuccessfully to resume trading. 
Mr. Evans resigned, following the 
discovery that a thirty-five-year-old 
injunction which those in control of 
the Exchange believed protected 
them in the use of the New York 
Stock Exchange: tickers had been 
vacated many years ago. 


_TO REORGANIZE MILLS. 


New England Southern Financial 
Pian is Formulated. 


A plan has been formed for the 
financial reorganization of the New 
England Southern Mills by the bank- 
ers and directors of the company, 


after eighteen months of conference 
and study. Among the points in the 
plan, the Stark Mills will be consoli- 
dated with the New England South- 
ern Mills, and the Tucapau Mills and 
Pelzer Manufacturing Company will 
remain separate subsidiary com- 
panies. 

The 1929 ten-year sinking fund gold 
$3,244,000 7 per cent. notes and the 
$3,500,000 loans will be converted, one 
half into new 5 per cent. notes and 
the other half into new 7 per cent. 
prior preferred. 

The loom purchase account of 
$255,247, due to the Draper Corpora- 
tion, will be spread over a period 
ending on Dec. 1, 1933. The present 
stock issues will each step down one 
position, the present $4,000,000 7 per 
cent. prior preference stock into new 
preferred and the present $5,000,000 
7 per cent. preferred into new com- 
mon, while each 100 shares of the 
present 203,042 no par common will 
be given one share of new common. 
The Stark Mills $3,000,000 7 per cent. 
preferred will also be changed into 
the new preferred stock. 


FAGEOL SUIT SETTLED. 


Action Against Ohio Company and 
American Car Canceled. 


The suit instituted by the Fageol 
Motors Company against the Fageol 
Motors Company of Ohio and the 
American Car and Foundry Motors 
Company has been cancelled and an 


amicable settlement has been ef- 
fected by L. H. Bill, President of the 
Fageol Motors Company, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. The statement 
adds that the amounts due the Fageol 
Motors Company, as well as past due 
royalties, are being paid, and that 
the company has allowed a satisfac- 
tory amount to take care of field ser- 
vice. 

The agreement between the Fageol 
Motors Company and the Ohio com- 
pany called for a minimum annual 
ge Age $75,000 and a maximum of 
$300,000, until such time as $3,000,000 
in royalties had been paid to the 
parent company. 

For the last eight months negotia- 
tions have been under way with the 
American Car and Foundry Motors 
Company, which has acquired all the 
stock of the Ohio company. The pro- 
posal of the purchasing company 
contemplated the exchange of the se- 
curities of the parent company for 
the securities of the American Car 
and Foundry Motors Company, no 
cash consideration being involved.

for a new Italian hospital here. 

L. G. Kaufman, President of the 
Chatham Phenix National Bank and 
Trust Company, has undertaken the 
organization work in connection with 
the kers’ committee.

PEABODY RESIGNS 
FROM MUTUAL LIFE 


Will Leave Service on Sept. 1 
After 22 Years as Head of 
Insurance Company. 


HOUSTON TO SUCCEED HIM 


Secretary of Agriculture and of the 
Treasury Under Wilson Has 
Had Varied Career. 


Charles A. Peabody, after a service 
of twenty-two years as President of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
tendered his resignation, effective 
Sept. 1, at the monthly meeting of 
the Board of Trustees held yester- 
day. He will be succeeded by David 
Franklin Houston, financial Vice- 
President of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, and Presi- 
dent of the Bell Telephone Securi- 


ties Company. 

After pass ng a resolution of ap- 
preciation of Mr. Peabody’s long and 
efficient service, the board accepted 
his resignation with regret. Mr. 
Peabody is in his seventy-ninth year. 

Mr. Houston has had a varied and 
successful career as a foundation for 
his new position. During the Wilson 
administration he was Secretary of 
Agriculture from 1913 to 1920. In 
February 1920, he was appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury and Chair- 
man of the Federal Reserve and 
Farm Loan Boards, filling these 
positions until March, 1921. 

He is a director of the New York 
Telephone Company, Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Cotnpany, Farmers’ 
Loan & Trust Company, and a trus- 
tee of the Institute of Economics, 
Washington, D. C. He is also a di- 
rector and member of the finance 
committee of the Prudential Insur- 
ance Company of America. 

Born in onroe, Union County, 
North Carolina, Mr. Houston was 
graduated from the South Carolina 
College in 1887, and took his A.M. 
at Harvard in 1892. He was Presi- 
dent of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College of Texas from 1902 
to 1905. From 1905 to 1908 he was 
President of the University of 
Texas, which he left to become 
Chancellor of Washington University 
at St. Louis, from 1908 to 1916. 

Mr. Peabody, who retired yester- 
day, became head of the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company on Jan. Il, 
1906, following the close of the in- 
surance investigation, and is one of 
the best-known leaders of the insur- 
ance industry in the country. He 
has for many years handled the 
financial estate of William Waldorf 
Astor, and has been the principal 
adviser to many other wealthy. men. 
He is a director of many corpora- 
tions. 

He was born in New York City, 
the son of Judge Charles Augustus 
Peabody, and Julia Livingstone Pea- 
body. He was graduated from 
Columbia University in 1869, and re- 
ceived an LL.B. degree from the 
same institution in 1871.

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HARVESTING OF WHEAT 
MAKES GOOD PROGRESS 


Moderate Temperatures and 
Showers in Cotton Belt Ad- 


vance the Crops. 








The weekly weather report re- 
leased in Washington yesterday by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture was as follows: 


*“‘Moderate temperatures and local 
showers were the rule in the cotton 
belt, except that continuously fair 
weather prevailed’ in the northwest 
portion, with very little rain in the 
extreme northeast. There was con- 
siderable complaint of increased wee- 
vil activity in the southeastern por- 
tion of the belt, extendi as far 
west as the Mississippi ey, and 
also Jocally in Arkansas and Okla- 
homa, while continued rains pre- 
vented needed cultivation in the 
lower Mississippi Valley and from 
Alabama eastward. Otherwise con- 
ditions were generally favorable, 
with growth of plant mostly fair to 
very good. 

Progress was good to excellent in 
the Carolinas, with plants squaring 
and blooming freely in South Caro- 
lina. Growth was rapid in Georgia, 
but fields need cultivation. Progress 
was mostly very good in Tennessee 
and fair to g in the Central Gulf 
States, though some fresh inundation 
occurred locally in Louisiana. In 
Arkansas ee was excellent gen- 
erally and cultivation made good 
progress, though some fields were 
still sy. 

In Oklahoma cotton fields are well 
cultivated, with early plants setting 
squares and blooming in south cen- 
tral and southeastern rtions. In 
Texas growth was excellent, rank in 
—— and the general condition of 
he crop is mostly good. 

Harvest of winter heat made ex- 
cellent advance, under very favor- 
able weather conditions, in practi- 
cally all portions of the belt where 
this work was in progress. 

Oats made satisfactory growth, but 
their condition varies greatly in some 
interior valley districts. In the Up- 
ood Mississippi Valley early fields 

ave headed to extreme Northern 
Iowa. Flax is up to a good stand in 
North Dakota and the crop is doing 
well in other Northwestern States, 
while rice made satisfactory advance 
in both Louisiana and Texas. Some 
buckwheat was sown during the 
week in New York. 

The week brought considerable im- 
provement in weather conditions as 
affecting the corn crop, although it 
continued too cool for good growth 
from the Ohio Valley northward and 
the crop is quite generally very late. 


DOMINION STEEL PROFIT. 


Reports $3,833,274 In 1926, 
Against $723,524 Loss in 1925. 


The Dominion Steel Corporation 
reports an operating profit of $3,833,- 
274 for 1926, compared with an oper- 
ating loss of $723,524 in 1925. The 
net profit after depreciation, inter- 
est and other charges was $1,508,463, 
against a net loss of $3,013,485 in the 
previous year. 

The consolidated profit and loss ac- 
count indicates that the Dominion 
Iron and Steel Company, now in the 
hands of a receiver, had an operating 
profit of £581,337 in 1926, comparing 
with $308,302 in the previous year, 
but a loss of over $600, after meet- 
ing interest charges, and consider- 
ably more if allowance is made for 
depreciation. 








STEEL PRODUCTION 


Operations Reduced to 70 Per 
Cent.—Rise Not Expected 
for Two Months. 


PLANTS TO TAKE HOLIDAY 


Manufacturers Find Prospects 


Encouraging—Prices of 
Pig Iron Cut. 


Indications that the iron and steel 
trade will soon enter a period in 
which only the barest needs of con- 
sumers will be ordered are seen by 
both the weekly reviews, and pro- 
duction is expected to remain at a 


low ebb for the next two months, al- 
though the situation is viewed. witb 
optimism by producers. 

‘Production of iron and steel tends 
downward as the third quarter 
opens,’’ the Iron Trade Review says, 
‘‘but the prospect before the indus- 
try has brightened measurably. All 
producers will suspend for two days 
over the July 4 holiday, and a few 
may shut down the entire week. 
Some consumers, planning to close 
next week for vacations and inven- 
tory-taking, held up shipments until 
the week of June 11. teel-making 
operations receded from 74 to 70 per 
cent. in the past week. 

‘Encouragement comes chiefly 
from railroads and manufacturers of 
farm implements. Secondary rail in- 

uiry amounts to 175,000 tons, plus 

,000 tons of truck fastenings. any 
roads are taking bids on third quar- 
ter requirements for various steel 

roducts. Implement makers, look- 
ng to their full runs, are — 
finished steel more freely, especially 
at Chicago. Some steel makers hav- 
ing full range products experienced a 
slight increase in their aggregate 
bookings last week. These favorable 
conditions should be reflected in mill 
operations after mid-July.”’ 

The Iron Age says in its review: 

‘‘All indications are that the Sum- 
mer will be — especially in con- 
trast with e expanding demand 
which was in evidence at this time a 
year ago, and that only the barest 
needs will be covered throug; the 
next two months. However, the 
bookings of the last few weeks have 
been of that order, and so no pro- 
nounced dip is expected in buying, 
although e swing in production 
may be carried further downward. 

“In the automobile trade a normal 
—— of steel for the period is 
looked for in spite of checks incident 
to bringing out new models by the 
large builders. The continued high 

roduction of oil is bringing fresh 
nquiries for plates for oil tanks. 
Plant vacation movements find en- 
couragement in situations like the 
present. and the growing practice 
may find more than the usual num- 
ber of steel consumers shut down for 
a two weeks’ period. 

“Foundry pig iron has declined 50 
cents a ton at Buffalo and Eastern 
Pennsylvania furnaces on a few pur- 
chases of round tonnages for the 
third quarter. A similar reduction 
on basic iron in the Valleys is as- 
cribed to increased pressure for busi- 
ness by steel company. furnaces with 
surplus production. oundry opera- 
tions are spotty, with the trend 
toward curtailment.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—Retail 
trade showed more than the usual 
seasonal decline in May from the 
high level of April and was some- 
what smaller than in May of last 
year, the Federal Reserve Board an- 
nounced today. Sales of department 
stores averaged about 4 per cent. 
smaller in value than in May, 1926, 
while those of mail order houses con- 
tinued In about the same volume as 
& year ago. 

‘‘Sales of the larger chain of stores 
which reflect growth in the number 
of stores as well as changes in 
sales,’’ said the board, ‘‘continued to 
be larger than last year, though the 
increase over 1926 was not as large 
as in several of the earlier months 
of this year.” | 

For the first five months of the 
year as a whole the volume of retail 
distribution -was slightly larger than 
in the corresponding period of 1926. 


Sales of 660 department stores and 
four mail order houses averaged 
about the same in the corresponding 
—— of 1926, and those of fifty- 

ree chain stores were larger. Per- 
centage changes in the value of sales 
of reporting retail firms in May, 
1927, compared with May, 1926, and 
for the year to date, January through 
May, compared with the correspond- 
ing period in 1926, are as follows:

Smaller department store sales than 
in May of last year were reported in 
all Federal reserve districts except 
San Francisco, where they were 
slightly larger than a year ago. The 
larges declines were in the Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, St. Louis and Minne- 
apolis districts, where sales ranged 
from 6 to 10 per cent. smaller than 
in May, 1926. In several cities—Harris- 
burg, Lancaster, Reading and Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., and Lincoln, Neb.—sales 
were more than 15 per cent. smaller 
than in May, 1926. 

Inventories of merchandise carried 
by department stores for the coun- 
try as a whole, the board stated, were 
reduced slight more than customary 
and at the end of the month were in 
about thé same volume as in_ the 
corresponding month of last year. 

In the Boston, Atlanta and San 
Francisco. districts stocks were 
larger, while in the other districts 
they were smaller than in May of last 
year. 

“As a consequence of ‘the larger re- 
duction in sales than in stocks, as 
compared with a year ago, the rate 
of stock turnover of department 
stores in May of this year was slight- 
ly lower than in May, 1926,’’ the 
board said. ‘For the five months 
ended in May, however, the rate of 
turnover averaged higher than in the 
first five months of 1926.’’ 


WHOLESALE TRADE DROPS. 


May Figures Are Lower in Second 
Federal Reserve District. 


Wholesale trade in the Second Fed- 
eral Reserve District was smaller in 
value in May than in the same month 
last year, according to the monthly 
review of credit and business con- 
ditions of the Federal Reserve Agent 
at New York. However, as the 
average reduction in sales in recent 
months was only slightlv larger than 
the decrease in wholesale prices, the 
presumption is that the actual quan- 
tity of goods sold has been nearly as 
large as last year. 

Increases were shown over May, 
1926, in sales of machine tools, cot- 
ton goods, paper, gruceries, shoes, 


jewelry and diamonds and mill 
stocks of silk goods.

‘They Seem Less Certain Now. 

There is a growing uncertainty in 
the Worth Street dry goods district 
as to just how active business will be 
after the turn of the half-year. An 
important factor in this appears to 
be the unwillingness of many whole- 
Sale buyers to be spurred into action 
by prospective advances growing out 
of higher cotton. While actual price 
increases have stimulated trading in 
some lines, notably low-end ging- 
hams, buyers seem unruffled. by pro- 
spective rises. Many of them, in fact, 
have expressed a willingness to pay 
the higher prices, if they come, in 
preference to stampeding into the 


market soon after July 1. To do this, 
they say, would mean f up 
prices on themselves sooner or r, 
regardless of the position of cotton. 
Incidentally, the daily ups and downs 
of the staple are none too pleasing 
to Worth Street merchants, due to 
their unsettling effect.

GIVING CORRECT NAM 
TO RUGS AND CARPETS 


Better Business Buarean Defines 
Kinds of Them as Approved 
by the Industry. 


Six specific rug classifications, 
which were approved by a majority 
of the rug and carpet industry fol- 
lowing a preliminary meeting last 
October, were given out yesterday 
by the National Better Business Bu- 
reau, Inc. These classifications, ac- 
cording to Associate Director B. L. 
Shinn of the bureau, grew out of the 
confusion that has existed for many 
years as a result of the lax usage 
of a few rug terms. 

“For example,”’ Mr. said, “‘a. 
wilton is a wilton and a velvet is a 
velvet. There is no relation between 


the two, yet there has been common 
usage of the term ‘wilton velvet.’ 
Most of the so-called wilton velvets 
on the market today are simply vel- 
vets, while others are specific prod- 
ucts of certain manufacturers and 
should have distinctive names of 
their own. he ae 

“Also, a rug canno A pestry 
* tapestry rug is made 
by a different process than the brus- 
sels is, although it has a somewhat 
similar appearance when completed.’’ 

A wilton, as defined by the classi- 
fications given out yesterday, is a 
wool or worsted cut-pile fabric con- 
taining from two to six colors and 
woven on a Wilton loom. This loom 
is peewee with a Jacquard attach- 
ment and forms the pattern by 
means of punched stencils. These 
control the selection of colors drawn 
over a wire, one color at a time, from 
frames of individual spools of skein- 
dyed yarn. The th not selected 
by the Jacquard to make the pattern 
will always be found buried through- 
out the centre of the fabric. A brus- 
sels has the same characteristics as 
a wilton and is made the same 
method. The loops forming the pile, 
however, are uncut, which is the 
pany difference between the two 
ypes. 

axminster, according to the 
bureau’s definition, is a wool-pile 
fabric having any number of colors 
in combination, with a cotton and 
jute or linen backing. The dyed 
yarns for each row of tufts are 
wound around spools, which are as 
wide as the fabric to be woven. The 
spools are arranged in sequence on 
an overhead vertical-rotating chain. 
As each spool is revolved into place 
the ends of its colored threads are 
inserted under and around the 
They are then formed into a V- 
shaped row and held in place by a 
shot or filler. 

A chenille is also a wool-pile fabric, 
but it is reinforced either with cot- 
ton and jute or hair. The pile and 
backing are woven separately. The 
woven pile is cut into V-shaped rows 
of strands and these are inserted 
into the backing by weaving to form 
the finished fabrics. 

A velvet is a cut wool or worsted 
pile fabric woven on a velvet loom 
and — all of the yarn on the 
surface. It may be made of solid 
colors or may have a design formed 
by printing the colors cn yarn wound 
around a circular drum. The dyed 
strands are woven over wires, the 
loops being cut after weaving. ‘The 
design may also be stamped on the 
woven fabric.

In rep to testimony given on 
Tuesday James J. Grillo, a fore- 
man, who said that Massey threat- 
ened to prevent the erection of the 
steel work of the new De Witt Clin- 
ton High School because the struc- 
tural steel company which has the 
contract employs union and non- 
union labor, he said that Grillo was 
an old friend with whom he often 
joked and that his statement to 
Grillo was in the nature of a joke. 

He also explained that an internal 
clash between two local unions 
whose members were employed on 
three apartment houses in Andrews 
Avenue worth $2,500,000 caused the 
workmen to quit early last week. 
This was a denial of the charge 
that the men were called off in a 
sympathy strike.

END TRADING ACCORD 


But Delegates Announce They 
Expect to Frame a New Treaty 
by Jaly 15.

PARIS, June 29.—Owing to the re- 
fusal of the delegates of the German 
Government to continue the present 


commercial agreement with France, 
trading between the two countries, 
beginning at midnight, when the 
provisional accord expires, returns 
to the maximum tariff basis. The 
delegates, in conferences today, de- 
cided, however, that the commercial 
war would not last beyond July 15, 
as by that time, according to an 
official communiqué, they will have 
arrived at a new accord.more ex- 
tended in character than that which 
preceded it. 

Up to the last moment the French 
delegates urged a continuation of 
the provisional agreement, but the 
Germans, for technical reasons, in- 
sisted upon terminating the present 
accord. The delegates of neither 
Government, however, were willing 
to embarrass exchange condtions be- 
tween the Sarre Basin and Germany. 
Although the accords determining 
commercial activity between those 
territories also expire at midnight, it 
was decided to proceed as soon as 
possible with a prolongation of the 
arangements conclud on Aug. 5 
and Nov. 6, 1926, with the under- 
standing that France would have the 
right to call for an annulment of 
these relations at any time after July 
21, if by that time a new and satis- 
factory commercial agreement has 
not been concluded.

The Morgans and their neighbors 
did not prosecute the suit until they 
believed the church officials had vio- 
lated an agreement not to continue 
ee East Thirty-fifth 
Street buil , according to an affi- 
davit by John P. Fox, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Murray Hill Associa- 
tion, of which the plaintiffs are 
among the 125 members organized to 
a the restrictions imposed in 
847 against anything but private 
residences between rty-fourth and 
Thirty-eighth streets and Madison 
and ngton avenues. 

Mr. Morgan said that he owns 29 
East Thirty-fifth Street and 30 East 
Thirty-sixth Street, where he lives. 
Both houses are near the United 
Lutheran building. ‘The area af- 
fected and protec by the so-called 
Murray Hill restrictive agreement is 
a residential district of rivate 
dwelling houses and partment houses 
and has been preserved as a resi- 
dential community for more than 
seventy-five years,”” he said. ‘The: 
advantageous elevation of the neigh- 
borhood, the character of the private 
dwellings, and the convenience of 
its situation render it in many ways 
the most desirable residential com- 
munity in this city. 

“In recognition of its advantages 
as a residential district, the Board 
of Estimate at the time of the pass- 
ing of the Zone Resolution in 1916 
included with the residential area 
that portion of the Murray Hill dis- 
trict covered by the Murray Hill re- 
strictive eement, and also that 
oe of the Murray Hill neighbor- 
Street and east to about 100 feet 
from Third Avenue.”’ 

Mr. Fox said in his affidavit that 
he first learned of the intention of 
the Lutherans to invade the Murray 
Hill section with their business of- 
fices when he read in Tus Times on 
Sept. 1 last that they had bought the 
East Thirty-fifth Street house for 
that purpose. When he investigated 
and found the statement true, he 
said he called the attention of the 
church officers to the restrictive 
covenant, and gave notice that if the 
church proceeded with its intentions 
litigation would ensue. 

r. Fox siad that when papers 
were served on the Church officers in 
May he was notified that the alter- 
ations would be stopped. He visited 
the building on June 17, he said, and 
found alterations under way, build- 
ing materials piled on the floors; par- 
titions remeved and several women 
employes entering the place.
